r^PPRESSED with grief, Demetrius

The confi^ifor then retired to hide his

" Oppofilion from her imperious uncle 
is, of courfe, to be expefted : but « even 
that has its limits : two years of conftancy, 
and pati^t fubmiffion to his authority, will 
reieafe you both from reftraint, 

^^ I may perhaps appear blameable in 
thus preparing a caufe of family diffen* 
iion : willingly would I avoid it : but the 
fubilantial good of my Conftantia muft 
not be facrificed to the blind prejudice of 
her uncle. Where nothing can be urged 
sigainft the man of her choice but ine-

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quality of nominal rank, the objedUon is 
contemptible. 

** I make you riclt ; noble by dcfcent 
you are already; nobler still, by your 
virtues : why, then, fhould the Prince of 
Nuremberg's pernicious worldlinefs be fub- 
mitted to? 

•• However, fhould my fond belief 
prove the vain chimera of a heart anxious 
to unite its two deareft objeds; fhould 
you be otherwife attached, or fimply in- 
different to the merits of my Conftantia, 
recoiled, that the bequeft of half my pro- 
perty is not made to the lover of my 
grandchild, but to the preferver of her 
Kfe, Take it freely, therefore ; beflow it, 
and yourfelf, on whomever you chufe ; 
and may God grant you that folid happi- 
nefs which has been the daily fubjedl of 
aU xny prayers ! 

** Farewel I I embrace you with the 
aflfe&ion of a mother. 

<^ CoLUMBA Duchess di Felieri/' 
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It was now that tears flowed from the 
eyes of Demetrius. .Gratitude, admiration^ 
regret and love, all fwelled the womanifh 
tide. He contemplated what he might have 
poifefled, and what he was about to refufe, 
with a fofmefs that unnerved his mental 
ftrength : and as he held the bliftered pkper 
to his lips, he breathed the name of Zaire 
with bitternefs of foul. 

Let the objed of a guilty paflion tremble 
at the frail tenure by which ihe holds the 
affedions of a man, not wholly depraved ! 
The firfl ray of light that breaks in on his 
before-benighted foul fhews him the de» 
formity of a paffion, which (he grows dif* 
tafteful for having infpired : and the recol* 
ledions which virtuous love delights to 
cheriih are by him baniihed with affrighte4 
quicknefs. 

Demetrius dill retained a tender ^regard 
for Madame de Fontainville, but he flirunk 
from the thought of making her his wife. 
That full confent of every faculty of his 
mind^ every fentiment of his heart, (which

Conftantia,) was there painfully wanting: 
he could not fteadily gaze with growing ad- 
miration upon her chara&er, as he did on 
that of his Princefs. — < Ah ! no ! He glanced 
rapturoufly for a moment upon a feature of 
bewitching beauty, and then haftily avoided 
the fight of its neighbouring imperfe£iion. 

While reading his departed friend's let- 
ter, Demetrius had been thrilled to agony 
at the fingle expreffion, -— *^ a hulband's. 
protedion." How much interdi£ted feli-

t>ut gently courage and innocent can- 
dour were there alfo. She ftretched out 
fier hand to him as he entered the rooin, 
and preflfng his foftly, faid — " Deme- 
trius ! — my dear brother !"

<« Never ! never !" exclaimed Demetrius 
wildly ; ** there is no hapjpinefs for me ! — 
my peace is loft, wrecked for even Never, 
in this world, can any thing repay me for 
fuch a facrifice to virtue, fuch an atonement 
for error !" 

** Then in another world*' — the Princefs 
whifpered, and bent her gulhing eyes over 
the hand Ihe ftill held. 

The filenced, but not comforted, fpirit 
of her impetuous lover anfwered with a 
heavy groan. He was again the impaffioned 
ftormy Demetrius, whofe terrifyii\g fenfihi-

Alternately melted and alarmed. Con* 
ftantia wept as much with pity as with 
love. 

^^ b Demetrius P' (he exclaimed, gaz«

is it you exped from it? — Can I change 
our lot? — -Alas, no! — I have no cheer- 
ing profpe£t left but the hope of one 
day feeing you happy, and of adding to 
Aat happinefs by ftriving to forget that 
I ever wifhed for more. With this hope 
remaining, 1 am ftill ready to call exift« 
ence a bleffing — you will live to think fo 
too when your former attachment fiiall 
have revived, and the facred feelings of a 
parent— -when children perhaps" — Here 
flie broke off abruptly, concealing her 
guihing tears with her hands. 

Demetrius fuddenly clafped her in his 
arms ; but inftantly pufliing her from him, 
exclaimed — " No — No — I muft fee you 
no more, hear you no more, if I would 
retain my fenfes and be juft," 

He was then quitting the room in dif- 
traced hafte, when Ihe followed, and de-

An exclamation of horror at her uncle s 
favatee coldnefs efcaped the Princefs ; fee 
^Idly paffed him, repelling his out-ftretched 
hand } and then flew into another rbom. 

Demetsrius Iboked at Nuifemberg with 
averfion, and at that inftant faw in him only 
the man that once fought his life.

Cbnftantia and Demetrius forgot 
every thhig but their irreparable lofs ; and 
frequently during the mournful meal the 
fight of foane domeftic, or fome view from 
the. windows, brought a flood of tears to the 
relief of . the Princefs. 

The fettled and manly foifrow that was 
£xjedfon the ' brow, of Demetrius awed the 
bafe.fuf{»cions of Nuremberg into temporary 

filaice. 

Before the will was opened^ Gonftantia 
left the room. She haftened to throw her* 
felf on her knees by the corpfe of her only 
friend, there to pour out tne repreffed 
angu^fh d a heart overpowered with iti 
firft and heaviefl affliSion. Meanwhile the 
chief perfons of the Duchefs's houfehold 
were aiTembled, and the important will was 
produced.

As Father Pietro prefented it to t^e pro- 
fefiional man^ appointed tOiOiake known its 
(Contents, Demetrius ^ddrefled the Pritice.

Nothing could exceed the rage and re- 
fentment of the Prince, when he found that, 
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dfijer Iftieral aiiBiiitieB to all her fervaifte'; 
legacies to her confeflbr, phyiidan, dikl 
fecretary ; and a valuable one to himfelf, 
as the fon of her brother ; the Duch^ 
had appointed the vaft remams of her 
property to be divided bet>x^eea Demetriiis 
and Cooftantiar; leaving Felieri to the former ; 
and a much finier manfion in Venice to the 
yocmg Prinotfe. 

The bequeft to each wis yt^&ced by 
fo izffe^king an ivowal ^ her anadety f^r 
tfieth } fo many ptsyers for dieir happi- 
nefe, xrinch Demetrius well knew liow to 
interpret, that, hafttly coveiing his fiioe (mdi 
his Jisbidkerchief, tie Wasiorifiiig to withdraw, 
when the Priced, niiftaking hi& agitatton, 
iaid bitterly, ^ Do ydu tepent your rafli 
refoktion ?*'— Without aitfwerfag, Deme- 
trius turned mundv and advancing to vAvsPe

rSiad and folepsmrwas the magnificence with 

.which, the; lamented clay of the Duchefe 

. mM carried i to its lafl: abode. - The tears 
of the poor, that .ifae had made rich, the 
wretched that Hie had made happy, water- 
ed the path to her tomb : r— thefe were in- 
audible prayers for her^ virtuous foul, 
which, if prayers could then avail, might 
well have found &v6ur from the. Mq/i 
High. 
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Demetrius ieafily .obtained permiflion to 
fupply the Prince's abfence, (wbofe duty 
it was to fee the earth clofed over her 
grave j) he retreated almoft overcome with 
the fceiie ; and his heart melted as his eyes 
fell on the darkened window of the room 
where Conftantia was weeping, 

Uneipeded comfort niet him in the 
palace. It was that letter from Charles in 
which he mentioned the defired exchange ; 
detailing the events that had changed his 
delfiny, ahd fummoriing him back to Ger- 
many to Witnefs his union with Adelaide. 

The joy of Demetrius was ardent, though 
chaftifed by a fenfe of his own difappoint- 
ments : be pondered on this interefting 
letter, exclaiming with a figh — "Blelfed, 
ever blefled, be this beft and deareft <>{ 
brothers ! O may the bitternefs of dilap- 
poihtmetlt be known only to me ! May 
his hfeart be als happy, as it is blamelefs [ 
mine has erred widely, and minie ought to 
fiiffer.'* ' ' '

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Several falucary refledioi^ now flowed 
from a contemplation of their different 
fituations: he became convinced that it is 
the charafter which fliapes the deftiny i 
and that when he firft loft fight of virtue, 
his own hand opened a gate for all the 
future miferies, of his life. Humbled and 
r^onciled^ . he then bowed before the diaf- 
tifement which he was ,confcibus of having 
merited. 

To leave Felieri, and take perhaps sm 
eternal farewel of Conftantia, was the hardeft 
trial remaining; yet he roufed himfelf to 
meet it. The next day he fent to alk per- 
miifion to fee her alone.; and was admitted 
to her ftudy.

Demetrius ooly anli^ered with a figh ;

. Sherofe tr^nbUng as ihe fpokaj' while 
the palenefs pf death fpread/^ver^faer bce^ 
a thic^ ihifl;^ gathered, before, the eyesrof 
Pepiet|:iu^: he wrapped ibis^anms noundlieir 
^ ^fh^.^ftood befi^e hioi, j aud. their ' cold

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locked up ihe power t{ fpeech ; and he 
embraced her for the laft time in mute 
defpain 

Conftantia plucked from her neck the 
ivory crucifix of the Duchefs, and at the 
fame moment wildly kifllng his pidure, 
which (he wore there aHb, put the little 
crols into his hand, and tore h^rfelf away. 

Demetrius fell to the ground deprived of 
fenfe. 

As no one entered the chamber where 
he lay, it was long ere he revived : when 
he did fo, the full fenfe of his mifery burft 
on him like (he light. * But phrenzy was 
OT^r : he committed the ivoiry relic to his 
bcfom ; aftefr which he went to take a 
\ ceremonious farewel of the Prince and 
♦Pfiheefsr of Nuremberg. 

ProfeffioBs of good- will, and 'a cold 
compHmeht to his *jiift notion" of the 
Duchefs's injiiftice, were made him by 
the Prince. Demetrius haftily interrupted 
them. 
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Your Highnds muft pardon me if i 
avQw myielf aftuated by very different fea- 
timents, and call the will furprifing, bat 
not unjuft. The bounty of the Duchefs 
was proportioned to her affection for me, 
not indeed to my deferts j yet her fortune 
was as much her own to beftow as her 
friendlhip. I therefore prot# egainft fuch 
an ungrateful ix^isrei^f and beg leave to 
ftate my real motives.'' 

" Well, Sir, ftate them if you pleafe." 
And the Prince bit his lips as he fpoke»

A figh burft forth ,with (hefe wotds, 
and Demetrius paufed for a moment : 
Nuranberg's blood crimfoned his i«oe« 

The fotmer refumed. ^^ It would haVfe 
been djlihonefty, therefore, to prefarve 
what was given me by a deed fo «:* 
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ecuted. I was certain, alfo, that without 
the knowledge of circumftaiices, which 
never can be promulgated, the world, 
might fufped my integrity, and accafe my 
difintereftednefe : this, for my own part, 
I could front ferenely, con£ciou6 hcmour 
being an . unpierceable flueid ; but diftin- 
guifhed by the favour of Princefs Conftaniia, 
it becomes the duty of my life, and it fliall 
be the bufmefs of it, to preferve her from 
cenfure by proving,'that the manib honoured 
has the fpirit of his birth rather than of his 
fortime.*' 

He flopped, and hb countenance glowed 
with the loftinefs of .his feelings. 

Then^ Sir,*' replied the Prince coldly, 

obU^tion oi;l my part ceafes. Till now I 
really, had no id^ that fd rational and equit- 
able ah a^ion had its fource in romance and 
felf*confideration.'' . 

'^ I wt)uld not have you, Sir,^'> returned 
Demetrius, looking full) at him, ^^ believe 
yourfelf under the fUghtefl obligation to 
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me — • nay^' I mfli you to know, that had a 
fortunate deftiuy given me the iiluftriouB 
treafure of your niece's hand, I. fliould not 
have prefumed to alter one article of the 
Duchefs's will : and had I never known 
Princefs Conftantia, I ihould have preferved 
this vaft gift even at the price of Your High- 
ndfs^s approbation/^ 

Demetrius^ waited a moment to . give the 
Prince time to anfwer this galling avowal ; 
ibut the latter only gnawed his under lip 5 
the' other, bowed and withdrew. 

Demetrius was ftill rafh, dill imprudent, 
and would iiave ^urhed the counfel that 
urged only the caution of filence: what 
Jie leit he burned to Ihew ; believing that 
to'hide his .feeHngs.was equivalent to the 
more impiident^felfdiood of^denying'them*. 

•A fluihi was ftill on - fais cheek, wh^n . he

Father Pietro, and then looking round the 
halU as if bidding an eternal farewell to its 
fenfelefs walls, haftened through the portico, 
to the vehicle that was to convey him for 
ever from Felieri.

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A TEDIOUS journey was performed by 
Demetrius without noticing either its 
length or its difcomfortSs : he moved mecha^ 
nically from carriage to carriage, for his 
fpirit was (till with Conftantia : but as he en- 
tered Suabia, thought of as dear an objed 
called back the wandering foul. . 

Charles was hurrying over military dif- 
patches . in his own quarters at Donau- 
efchingen when his brother arrived there :

The bofom of 
his brother fe^oied his home : accuftomed 
from infancy to find comfort and tenderneis 
there, he retained the memory of paft fecu- 
xity and the hope of Jutvire peace. 

Afprized of the Duchds's death, 'Charles 
luras prqfutred to fee his brother dejefted : 
but there leas an esqpreffion in his features 
idkat announced a heart completely, defo- 
late. He pufhed afide his ftitl-beauttful 
hair ; and gazed with burfling grief on 
that altered complexion over which it 
once played like fun beams among 
flowers. 

He looked awhile, till the tears gather- 
ing fad in his own eyes obCcured their 
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ilght ; he then turned away, fliook the 

hand grafping his, exclaiming in a tone of 

pia*cing tendernefs, '^ My poor Demetrius !" 

D^etrius moved to a window, and flood 

there in lilence till their mutual agitation 

fubfided. ' ■ ^ ^ ^ 

•; JsTo one is completely wretched unlefs

Demetrius was, fpeedily fenfible of much 
cp^folatipn: he was confcious of having 
Sacrificed his foildefl: wifhes a fecond dme 
at the altkr .of duty ; and while praifed 
and pitied by. his brother, while blefling 
iHeayen for preferving to hin^ that faithful 
friend, was able to curb . rebellious regret, 
and look with gladne& on the brilliant d^- 
riny of Charles. 

Yet, the perufal of a letter from De 
Liancour caufed him much emotion. 
It affedingly drfcribed the fenfibility with 
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which his daqghter heard the death of 
Mn de Fontaunville, and the conftancy of 
Demetrius; profefled his own fatisira(5lioii aC • 
an event, which however folen^n was not to . 
b.e lamented ; * and concluded by faying, that ; 
the moment Zajre left h@r chamber, (where , 
ihe had been confined with a fe^ver, in coQ** 
fequence.of her lat^. forprife,} they wpuld 
return to Germany. • 

It was not in the nature of our young 
huifar to read this teftimony of an . at- 
tachment fo jTaithful apd fo ^dent wkh^ 
out &)(Ung ibme portion of ;his former;

Marfhal Ingerlliorf oordially weksDraed.

difguifed pleafure. He had heard of his 
perlboal advantages ; but afibdating the^ 
idea of b6yiihne&. with a* fpleodoi com^ 
plexion^ was agreeably furpriTed to filid the 
expfjeffion of a matured mind and of youfthK. 
fill fenfibility united in his lobks; Hbhad'' 
yet to difcover the eloquence of tKafciani*

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treat of his daughter, and immediateiy 
glided round to Charles. The latter was 
feverely chiding himfelf for what he had 
done, when the old officer joined him: 
The Marihal was eafily mollified by his 
pathetic apologies, though he called him 
an indifcreet vagabond. He heard with 
pleafure, that in a week's time his Ade- 
laide would refign herfelf to a huiband's 
prote£tion : upon which he warned Charles 
to prepare himfelf with fome trifling pre- 
fent for her ; as it had been the cullom 
of all the Ingerfdorfs, from the flood, 
to exchange gifts on the morning of their 
union.

The wind blew adverfe to veffels from 
Ecigland} and the day of his brother's 
tnarriage found Demetrius flill in a ft ate 
of fufpenfe. 

The Baron and Baronefs Ingerfdorf 
were the only additions made to the party 
at Balzac.

Blameleis 
tranfport fparkled in the eyes of Charles : 
he looked the happy man he was. Adelaide 
*inet his grateful glances with a blufli of 
modeft delight. A fhort ceremony united 
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them, giving to the agitated Marihal a 
fon in whom he had a right to glory. 

Obedient to his &ther-in-law, Charles 
now prefented Adelaide with an ornament 
for her arm ; and fhe, in return, put into 
his hand a roll of paper.

— She caft down her eyes, fighed 
deeply, and th«n refumed. •«-" Whatever 
may befal hir^, Adelaide, let me always 
know it : I could not live without per- 
mitting myfelf to fliare in every one of his 
joys or forrows- You mifunderftand me 
fadly, if you fuppofe me capable of for- 
getting him — ah no ! — The hope of living 
to hear he is quite happy — perhaps of 
witneiling that happinefs -*- alone animates 
my foul.** 

The appearance of • the PHncefs of Nu- 
reniberg at an oppofite door, opening into 
the fame gallery, checked the reply of 
Adelaide. 

Glad of ah opportunity to ihew attention 
where it was due, and removed from the 
petrific glanc^ of her hufband, the Princelir 
approached Madame Leopolftat, and made 
the ufual enquiries about her accommodation 
and reft ; which, though nothing in them- 
felves, are tranf muted into precious things 
by a gracious manner. 

Adelaide anfwered this courteoufnefs with

a fmile that invited further kindnels , and 
by feveral remarks on the young Amadeus 
made her way inftantly to (he h^art of his 
mother.

Charles careiTed the little Amadeus with 
fo much fweetnefs, (allowing him to twifl:

/""XN the road to Dutling^ they aicoun* 
tered Demetrius, who was galloppii^ 
home after having executed Ibme ^orders 
given him by the General. As he leaned 
from his horfe againft the opened window 
of the carriage, his exceffive palenefe 
alarnled the Count and Counted. 

Charles obferved fuch a tremor in his 
voice, that he haftily aiked if anything 
extraordinary bad happened ? His brother, 
changing colour, faid, — ^ ^M have received a 
letter from Madame de Fontainville: iSie

tain leave to go to her/*— < The extreme 
agitation of his manner rendered thefe few 
fentences almoft unintelligible, 

Adelaide laid her hand affectionately on 
his-, befeeching him not to alarm himfelf, as 
(he doubted not but Madame de Fontain- 
Tille's ficknefs was the confequence of a 
long-protrafted voyage. 

^ I hope fo," replied Demetrius, ftill 
trembling in his fpeech ; ^^ but to know 
ihe is in the fame country with me — and 
fo ill ! — I would give the world to go ta 
her -^ (he will think me ungrateful *-*- cold- 
hearted "-^ yoii know* not how this intelli'^ 
gence has affeded me." 

*' I fee how much it has,'* obfenr^ 
Charles ; " but, my dear brother j you agi* 
tate yourfelf without caufe. Madame de 
Fontainville is acquainted with the re- 
ftiaints laid on a foldier during war ; fhe 
will not, (he ctonot exped you. A letter 
18 the only proof of anxiety which duty 
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leaves in your power. What is her com«-# 
plaint ?" 

*' Here are the few lines (he has writ*- 
ten," faid Demetrius, holding them out with 
an unfteady hand ; " they were meant to

fave me from apprebenfidn : but inftead of 
that, they make me fear" H is lips refufed 
to utter what he feared : for in the proba^ 
bility of lofirlg Zaire by death, he loft all 
confcioufnefs of preferring another. 

Upon reading the letter, Charles found 
that Madame de Fontainville's diforder was 
a violent fever, in confequence of a bcHftei%> 
ous voyage. Seeing no grounds for eor 
couraging premature alarm,, he fuggefted Co 
many cheering circumftances, that Demetrius 
became com^fed. 

^' Ah, that apprehenfive heart of his !" 
cried Charles, (as he drew up the carriage 
window, and his brother kiffed his hand 
to them with a tearful fmile,) ^^ when wilj 
he be able to allay its'reftlefs fenfibility ?"

I have 
had a precious difmal time of it fince you 
left me -* what with the want of my break- 
£ift-maker, and what with your brother, 
Charles ! (who, by the way, is at once one 
of the moft agreeable and difagreeable 
puppies in exiftence,) I am both hungry 
and miferable. I forefee he'll coft me as 
many fighs as might fill the fails of a navy. 
What the plague did you bring him from 
Italy, for ? Had I not had enou^ ol tor- 
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ment with you ? I have been trying to get 
him ten days leave ; but it can't be done : 
and fo^ doubtlefs, I muft fet oflF myfelf for 
Hamburgh, and learn what's the matter with 
the foolifh woman." 

The fincereft concern ilruggled throug|li 
the jocularity of the Marihal. Ignorant 
of young Leppolftat's later attachment to 
Princefs Conftanda, and well acquainted 
with the violence of his former pailion, he 
was earneft in the wifh of obtaining for him 
certain accounts of Madame de Fontain- 
ville's fituation. 

Adelaide waj'mly feconded this benevolent 
intention, and Charles accepted the fervice 
with gratitude. 

When Demetrius joined them, and learnt 
that the Marihal only waited for a letter of 
introduction to the Marquis de Liancour^ 
his thankfulneis exprefled itfelf in his eyes : 
he wrote a few agitated ^lines to Zaire, and 
then Ingerfdorf departed. 
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This agitation of Demetrius's was far from 
affumed, or wilfully heightened. Conftantia',

Before his brother and fifter 
he concealed part of his anxiety ; and as 
ttiey never talked more of Conftantia than 
circumftance$ rendered unavoidable, he wa$ 
not diftrafted with folicitude about her. 

The third day of the Mar&al's abfence 
Adelaide was fitting alone, expeding the 
return of her hufband and brother, when 
file was ftartlcd by the found of her father's 
yoke. She rofe, and haftening to the 
room*-door, faw him and the Marquis de 
Liancour flowly leading Madame de Fon- 
tainville along the gallery. 
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Transfixed with painful furprife, fhe flood 
for a moment; but difmifling the fudden 
emotion, hurried forward, and took the 
place of the Marfhal. This was no time 
for queflions ; Madame de Fontainville with 
difficulty reached the fupper-room, where 
fhe funk on a fofa without fpeaking. 
Softly inftrudling her companions how befl 
to fupport her, Adelaide would not crowd 
the place with attendants, but brought and 
adminiflered refloratives herfelf. She had 
then leifure to look at the poor invali4« 

Where was that beauty which feemed 
capable of defying time and decay ? Under 
the grafp of death it hath withered. No 
crimfon blood now flowed through the 
finely-rounded cheek and fmiliAg tips ; no 
fparkling fluid floated over the raylefd 
eyes ; that fkin, which once dazzled with 
animated whitenefs, was turned to lifele& 
marble; and the ^pe which a flatuary 
might have feleded for a Phryne was 
wafted nearly away. 
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Stilly to the gaze of pitying remembrance, 
there remained fome touches of exquifite 
lovelinefs. Adelaide's tender heart melted 
within her ; and gently putting her arms 
round the panting Zaire, flie fupported her 
fainting head on her bofom ! She then 
befought both gentleipen to withdraw, in 
order . to prevent the abrupt .^trance of 
Leopolftat, whom ihe whifpered them to 
prepare for the extreme indifpofition of 
Madame de Fontainvillc. 

When ftrength and fpeech returned to 
Zaire, ihe exprefled her gratitude with all 
the energy of unfubdued fenfibility. 

^^ I fhall not live to be your fifter, fwe^ 
Adelaide !'' flie faintly faid \ '^ but this 
goodnefe makes me feel as if I were fo. — 
I am much better now; where is Deme- 
trius ? — Surely the fight of him will give 
me back my life!" 

* Tears guihed to her eyes as (he pro- 
nounced this hopelefs wifh : they ftarted in 
thofe of her pitying attendaat. Adelaide 
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haftened to change the fubje£t by enquir* 
ing how they had met thus foon? A^th 
a gafping breath, Madame de Fontainville 
related, that having overcome the crifis of 
her fever, and being impatient to fee De- 
metrius, ihe had prevailed upon her father 
to proceed ; and had reached a ftage fifty 
miles diftam, when, completely overcome, 
they ftoppra^lfor the night. Marfhal In- 
gerfdorf happened to hear their names 
mentioned its he was changing horfes at 
the fame inn, and immediately prefented * 
himfelf. He would have perfuaded her 
to remain where ihe was, (her fever having 
returned,) but fhe foreboded too fad a 
termination to follow his judicious counfel : 
fhe perfifted in proceeding ; and the de- . 
je£ied De Liancour had nothing left, but 
to accept the attendance of the Marfhal. 

Unintentionally decdved by the worthy 
Ingerfdorf, who painted the anxiety of De- 
metrius in ^ the moit vivid colours, Madame 
de Fontainville never for an inftant fufpe&ed 
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that the heart of her loirer had yielded 
up k§ paffion at the ccxnraand of virtue* 
Adelaide perceived this ; and thought it no 
crime to indulge fo ibothing an error* 

When her patient was fufEciently re- 
covered, fhe ceded to her impatience, and 
went in fearch of Demetrius : he was now 
with De Liancour and the Marfhal, liften- 
ing to the unexpeded confeffion of Zaire's 
danger. 

Never before had Adelaide beheld fuch 
anguiih in the countenance of any human 
creature. He was (hocked paft all expref- 
fion: for the very confcioufnefs of pre^ 
ferring another to a woman fo devoted, and 
once fo beloved, addmg flings to the barb 
of grief. 

He now eagerly obeyed his fifter's fum- 
mons. At the door of Zaire's apartment 
he turned to Adelaide, and faid haftily, 
** Leave me here.** He entered: Ade- 
laide lingered a moment, fearful of the 
effect which his prefence might have on 
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Madame de FontainviUe. His paffionate 
exciamation of tendernefs and forrow was 
loft in fighs } but (he diftindtly heard Zaire 
fay, " Yes, your*s;— your's ftillj^ even 
in death." 

Aclelaide then moved* lightly away, and 
meeting Charles, was led by him into a 
neighbouring apartment : there they mourned 
together in filence. 

On the arrival of a phyfidan, for whom 
Count Leopolftat had fent, Adelaide went 
•to procure Madame de Fontainville's per- 
mif&oa for his admittance : the appearance 
of her gentle figure at the room-door roufed 
Demetrius: he folded the ftill dear Zaire 
ardently in his arms, and whifperiiig a bene- 
di£tion for the night, broke from her. 

'Adelaide approached the invalid. — 
** Whatever becomes of me," cried the 
latter, with wild enthufiafm, ** I am happy, 
completely happy!

I have again felt the throbbing of that 
faithful heart!— I fhall fee hitrt to-morrow, 
too !

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At tbefe words fhe fell back in a fit, oc« 
cafioned by excefs of grief and excefs of 
joy. 

The aid of the phyfician was nQw found 
indifpenfable : his utmoft efforts to cahn her 
convulfive agitation were a long time fruit- 
leis : at length (he funk into a dull trance, 
during which ihe was conveyed to bed ; 
and from which fhe awoke deprived of 
reafon. 

The fpirits of Charles and Adelaide were 
now feverely talked : as this deljrium was 
the confequence of hurried feelings, and 
might be dated from the hour in which flie 
heard of her huiband's . death ; and as it 
was accompanied by a raging fever, no 
hopes were entertained of her recovery. 
To comfort the father, to quiet the irritable 
fenfibility of the Marfhal, to prepare the 
mind of Demetrius, and to write a fhort 
detail of their fituation to Princefs Con- 
flantia, fadly occupied the before happy 
hours of the young Countefs. 

Benevolence is nearly omnipotent : for 
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the delicate Adelaide found not only 
mental bat bodily ftrength for all thefe 
exertions. 

During a whole week never once did 
a ray of reafon penetrate the darkened 
intelleft of Zaire: yet its vifions were 
delightfully bright; and (he feemed to 
preferve in madnefs the tranfporting emo- 
tion by which it had been produced. 

While gazing on the rapturous fmile, 
dimpling her hedic cheek, while liften- 
ing to the ecftatic fondnefs, with which 
fte addrefled the objed of her fatal at« 
tachment, Demetrius no longer regretted 
that (he had been innocently deceived. 
He fat night and day by her fide, though 
fhe knew him not ; and perpetually fpoke to 
others of him as if he were abfent ' 

In anfwer to her friend V ..kfttw^ Coa- 
ftantia wrote a reply fraught with fympa- 
diy . She al!con^panied it . with a variety 
of fuch prefents as aj'e fomedmes accept* 
able to the fick, and which cannot al- 
ways be procured ; intnifting them to 
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the care of the celebrated Dr. , the 
firit phyfician in Suabia, for whom fhe had 
fent exprefs to Ulm. 

A greater proof of love and humanity 
Conftantia could not have given. Ade- 
laide burned to tell Demetrius to whom 
he was indebted for fuch tender confi- 
deration.: but a moment's refledion fliewed 
her the indiicretion of reviving ideas 
which muft cktfh with his prefent feel- 
ings. 

The prefcriptions of Dr. were as 

unavailing as thofe of the Bavarian phyfi- 
cian: yet it was confolatory to have the 
bsft poflible advice. Zaire's fenfes were 
gone paft recal:; and her life was there- 
fore no longer the fubjeft of her father^s 
prayers ! 

Forefeeing the hour of her diflblutBon^ 
the medical men irecommended Charies to 
dietain his brother hom her apartm^at- 
for this pwpofe aii eaccufe was 4^vifed, 
which betrayed Demetrius into the belief 
that her (lumbers ought to .be watched 
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only by Adelaide. He left her unwil- 
lingly ; and went with his brother to * 
breathe the air in an avenue leading irom 
the houfe. 

Here Count Leopolftat tenderly £)ught 
to prepare and fortify hi$ mind for the 
(hock that awaited him. Demetrius heacd 
in filence : but his fpirits, fo lately faddened 
by the death of the Ducfae& di Felieri, were 
incapable of receiving any other than mourn- 
ful impreilions. To their diftaapered view 
one univerfai pall feemed to cover the whole 
living world : he brooded over Death and 
the Grave with a terrible compofure which 
refulted from the complete defpair of future 
comfort. 

On reaching the houfe again» this calmr 
n^ ended. They met Marihal Ingerf- 
dorf at the haU-door: he was pale juid 
agitated. Shocked by the expref&on of his 
features, Demetiius w<mld have ruQied paA 
him had he not forcibly pulled him back, 
exclaiming in a tone th^t would not fitffer 
^m to be miftakea -^ S< You muft not gp 
m there." 
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The worthy veteran haftily drew out his 
handkerchief, and covered his face. 

Rooted to the fpot, Demetrius gazed at 
him with wil4 fixednefs for a moment that 
feemed an age to his affiided brother — 
<« My God ! for what am I referved ?*' 
— he faid, and turned away. 

Charles walked filently by his fide till 
they reached their quarters : there, tenderly 
embracing, they parted without having ex* 
changed a fingle word. 
• Leaving his brother to the falutary in- 
dulgence of a forrow in which he partici- 
pated. Count Leopolftat retrod the path 
towards Dutlingen : he was anxious to be 
ixdth Adelaide, whofe fpirit was likely to 
fail under the prefent (hock. 

As he fwiftly traverfed the flcirts of the 
foreft, his thoughts imavoidably , dwelt on 
the awful leflbn which this untimely death 
of Madame de Fontamville prefented to the 
young and fufceptible. 

To a fenfibility pemidoufly. indulged, 
and blind to every thing beyond prefent 
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^njoymeiit, flie evidently owed the lofs of 
her life. Had (he fubmitted to a fhort de- 
lay of promifed bleflings, and confulted 
not her own gratification, but the peace of 
ber £uher, by facrificing impetuous eager- 
nefs to his parental fears, me might have 
lived and been happy. Inftead of that, ilie 
had given reins to the wildeft agitation; 
deftroyed her frame by impatient agonies 
at their protra£i:ed voyage; ^nd when 
feized with ficknefs, thought only of be- 
holding Demetrius, widiout refledting on 
the grief fhe was caufing a tehder parent, 
or. that which muit overwhelm her lover, 
fhould fhe die in his prefence. 

Charles deeply, ruminated on thefe 
thmg& He tenderly pitied, where he was 
forced to cenfure; and though convinced^ 
that this mournful event would even[tually 
produce a greater (hare of comfort to . his 
brother than could otherwife have been 
bis lot, he forrowed mofl fincerely, that 
any circumdance fliould have rendered it 
defirable.

As ke expeded, Adelaide was hardly able 
to go through with the pious offices re- 
aHLitaing to be fulfilled. Zaire had expired 
\XL her anns^ happily without ftruggle or 
confdoufiiefe: but an event fo aieding at 
any other time was doubly dreadful at this 
period, swhen the heart of Adelaide, warm 
with love and feUcity, and juft united eter^ 
Bally to the objeft of its fondeft choice, 
ftrunk from the recoUe&ion (tf decay and 
mortality. 

She had not been above thre^ weeks a 
wife, sind almofl every hour of that fhof^ 
Ipace had been filled; with ffaaring in 
others' fufferingSi. But Charles podled hec ; 
Chaj^les repeated the endearing expreffions 
of tendernefs, exulting in its objed, and flio 
^rgoc regret. 

A brief, yet fevere illneis, confined De« 
metrius to his chamber during the interval 
that elapfed between the death of Madame 
de Foptainville and the interment of h» 
semains: Charles fulfilled every requisite 
duty for him } and faw the beauteous cwiii 
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laid in its last bed with the fame folemnities 
and honours, which he would have paid to 
that of a fifter. 

The Marquis de Liancour I^ Suabia 
for England, iinable to take leave of De* 
metrius ; and refolving to pafs the remnant 
of exiftence hi from the fcene of his iiiii^ 
fortunes* 

No attempts att premature confolation 
were attempted by Leopolftat and his 
Countefs, when their forrowing brother 
came again into their circle. Acqtiaiated 
with the former inclination^ of his heart, as 
well as with its too tumi^ltuQus fenfibility^ 
they deemed it beft to truft every thing to 
time: they fbrefaw the hour when the 
deep gloom now refting over his wifhes 
would gradually clear away befoje reviymg 
hc^e^ and fiiew him the appointed land of 
domeftic hM&. 

In Conftantia of Nuremberg they eois 
templated a &ture filter : and to tbe faithful 
attachment of that amiable Princefs eooai- 
mitted the tafk of confolation.

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Marfllal Ingerfdorf being completely ig« 
norant of this cheering expedation^ (which 
confideration for female delicacy induced 
his daughter ftill to conceal,) was, next to 
Demetrius, the mofl melancholy perfon at 
Dutlingen. Strangely compounded of whim- 
fical roughnefs and romantic foftnefs, he was 
peculiarly fufceptible of that pity which 
Zaire's exceffive paffion was calculated to 
excite ; and judging from his own defliiny 
(which had given him the objed of his firfl: 
affedion), rather than from his own nature, 
he believed Jt impoffible for the young man 
ever to love again. 

. Inffuenced into livelier corapaffion by this 
belief, he benevolently ^devoted himfelf to 
the endeavour of alleviating his diftrefs. 
Demetrius gratefully regiftered every aft of 
the Marfhal's kindnefs, and repaid it by 
ftriving to overcome the weaknefs- it was 
meant to foothe. 

He was affifted, but not inconfplable : 
for, a bright angel invited him forward on 
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the track of life. The cup of happinefs 
it is true, no longer oflfered him a draught 
uhmingled ^vith bitternefs: but, though 
remembrance of Zaire might taint its fweet- 
nefs, that would not deftroy it wholly. He 
yielded, therefore, to the penfive hope ; and 
often did a fond figh for Conftantia, and a 
fad tear for Madame de Fbntainville, fpring 
from his heart at the fame inftant. 

In no bolbm did the late event produce 
fuch. a fudden revolution as in that of 
Conilanlia* Awe-ftruck as fhe was, and 
moved by fympathy with the grief of the 
man fhe loved, fhe could not reprefs 
that delighted hope which palpitated 
within her. Demetrius unhappy was flill 
dearer than Demetrius devoid of care : fhe 
longed to pour balm on ^ his wounded 
fpirit;' and to aflfure him, that exiftence 
fpent with him, (though faddened, per- 
haps, by his regretting another,) would be 
tranfport; to her.

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Aan all the vorld, her thoughts hurried 
irrefiftibly forward to the future; there, 
inftead of an undeviating life of folitary 
retireinent and barren duties, profpe£ts of 
focial pleafure, z&ire employments, and all 
the fweet relations of wile, parait, and 
friend, prefented tliemfelves in cheerful 
tumult* It was for a life like this that Con- 
ftantia was formed; and her youthful heart 
now fprang with eager anticipation to meet 
its favourite deftiny. 

To break unfeafonably upon the fad« 
nefs of Demetrius, even with the only 
good he now coveted, entered not the 
mind of the Princefs: (he was fatisfied 
with being at liberty to indulge a fenti« 
ment which fhe had found it fo hard to com 
trol; and trufted to the arrival of Ade- 
laide, (who was about to leave Butlingen,) 
for the confirmation of her lover*s con- 
ftancy.

take. At this moment,, the fond defpair of 
a wife thought it would be blifs to perifk 
by the fame ball that carried death to her 
hufband. 

By what ftandard, then, fliall we mea- 
fure happmefs, (ince it ihapes itfelf fo va- 
rioufly ? 

Leopolftat had made no fmall fiicrifice ia 
procuring leave for Demetrius, inftead c^ 
himfelf, to efcort Adelaide and the Marfhal 
on their journey. He faw them depart 
with a heart that, for the firft time, trem- 
bled at the uncertainty t)f war : his eyes 
ached with gazing after them; and whea 
he moved from the place where he had 
bidden them ^farewel, he found that in the 
energy of domeflic affe&ion even patriotifm 
itfelf lofes half its force. 

During their almoft filent journey, 
Adelaide frequently fixed her eyes, upon 
the face of Demetrius, hoping to read 



_/ 
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fomething there which might direft her 
future conduft: but her extreme anxiety 
to gratify his wiihes prevented her from 
difcovering what chofe wifhes were; and 
fometimes flie thought he would internally 
accufe her of unkindnefs if 0ie fuffered 
him to depart without feeing Conftantia; 
and fometimes ihe fufpe£led that he would 
rather avoid the interview. 

The name of the Princefs was not men- 
tioned till the carriage (lopped at the gates 
of. Ingerfdorf : the Marfhal then expreffed 
a hope that Conftantia might be there to 
receive them. At that name, Demetrius 
turned pale; and throwing himfelf out 
of the chaife^ laid his hand on. a horfe 
which he had previoufly ordered his fer- 
vant to l^d forwards from the laft ftage* 

" I Ihall return immediately to Charles,'* 
he faintly articulated. Adelaide repeated 
his words with a mixture, of fatisfa&ion 
and regret. The Marihal loudly expof- 
tulated. " Why, you difagreeable puppy !*' 
he exclaimed, "don't you know 'tis paft

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midnight? and don't yon fee that yon 
can't fee ? The night's as dark as Erebus ; 
and yet nothing will ferve you but going 
to have your, throat cut in the Black 
Foreft." 

^* I fliall ride only one ftage to-night," 
replied Demetrius, mounting as he fpoke. 
^* Indeed, Sir, I can have no reft till I am 
fo far on my way back to Charles. I am 
very unfit for fociety at prefent. Surely 
my dear fifter will confefs I ought not to 
fiop at Ingerfdorf/' Adelaide underftood 
faim; and, while her heart glowed widi 
approbation, fhe wondered at herfelf for 
liaving doubted how he would ad» She 
approached him. ^^ I do not prefs your 
ftay," flie whi^ered ; ** you feel exadly as 
I would have you. Return to my Charles ; 
and O ! whenever he is nobly prodigal of 
his iitfety, be near to remmd him of in^." 

Demetrius promifed her this) whil^ 
aj^ted with a fudden butft of tears, lb& 
homed htto the faoufe. 
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Prinic^ Ctmftaatia, Kpprnred of her 
^ iiiend's coming, w&s tndieed reodj to 
receive faer : dhey naiet k each iithfit^'^ 
arma. 

jA£ter the &cOt hurry of jo^^ ^AdelaMe 
looted M Conftanda : the fight 4if her' 
^Eted like a duurm on her patuilbed .fyi* 
rits. Again flie beheld fpring lin that 
j&xirova-like coont^lumoe iWiich had loft 
it$ anhnating freflindfe^uheniflsiaft hmk. 

'^ I hope yoQ do ti6t thinfc »e »ifadl- 
i»g,*^ faid the Princds, in aaifwer ^ 4>oe ^f 
faer friend's <:oingrfi(tiilaliary remarks ^^ ^ in-* 
deed, indeed, I am not. Heavw iknows 
%ow lincere trtere the teare 'that feUL from 
tny ^es upon firft he^rilig of Madeline <'de 
Fomainville's death. Bot '^e ti^afi p^ibn- 
ally m&no'Min to me; and the laft dnter- 
yiew I had i^ad ^ith Dem^tms -^m diat 
^^ O Adel^e, how mueh Jkwe ;for ^»i^ 4id 
it not reveal ! — - Will you blame me then ;

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The young Countefs affeftionately gazed 
on the tearful apprehenfivenefs wUch nour 
clouded the Princeis : ** Far from itj my 
fweet Conftantia/' fhe faid; ^^a hard-ftrug- 
gle between pity for another, and hopes for 
ourfelves, has been allotted to us all, Charles 
and I haTe ihared your, emotions too often 
for us to be harfli judges/* 

She then proceeded to recapitulate e^ery 
thing ihtereftii^ to the woman who loved 
Demetrius : and though, while Ihe related 
paft events, .filent drops trickled down the 
cheeks., of CcHiftantia, it was a fweet ibrrow 
which made them flow» 

Affe^on delights to behold its objed in 
every admirable point of view ; and Deme« 
trius, thus difplayed to her, in the midft of 
jarring wiihes and oppofite dvtfies, fuffering 
agonies intolerable, yet fuffering them .with- 
out complaint, became exalted above hu- 
manity. 

As fhe Marfhal had retired to reft^ the 
moment after fainting the Prin^cefs, the 
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friends were left .free to pais the night 
in converfation ; but Conftantia would not 
gratify herfelf at the expenfe of another's 
comfort : ihe therefore reminded Adelaide 
of her fatigue, and they feparated. 

Completely wretched, meanwhile, was 
the heart of Demetrius. Cruel circum- 
(lances had fo aflbciated the idea of Zaire 
with* that of Conftantia, that as he now 
involuntarily thought ftrongly'of the one, 
the other prefled upon him with additional 
force. Memory prefented to him at the 
fame moment thofe epochs in his different 
attachments which conftituted the mifery 
of their remembrance : Zaire, alive, fond, 
beautiful, adored j Zaire half loft in his 
impaifioned embrace ; Zaire in the grave ; 
were images* too wild for fofter recollec- 
tions tp overcome. The innocent endeair- 
ments of Conftantia at the hour of his 
firft departure from Felieri ; her anguifii 
in the death-fcene of the Duchefs; nay, 
even her tender vows when they were 
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aibont to part for ever, gave way before 
thofe remembraaces which death had fimc- 
tified. 

*' Thy afhes are yet warm, my Zake !'* 
he groaned inwardly ; and the blood frosze 
in his veins as a momentary vifion, warm 
with blifs and Conftantia, fled from his 
fhuddering mind. The reins fell from his 
hand on the neck of his horfe ; and fmiting 
his breaft he gazed wildly rouml, almoft 
«xpe£king to fee the afflided fpirit of Zake 
^embodied to reproaidi him. 

His horfe flopped ; and the heart of it*^ 

lider throbbed quickly. A hollow wind 

muttering among innumerable bnooches 

r overhanging the road was the only ibimd 

iliat came to bis ear ; every thing elfe was 

ftill; and all things were fkeeped in un- 

-fathomable dsrkn^s. He Temained awhile 

jiftening to the heavy murmur of the trees, 

iboogh their dreary ib\md incr^ded the 

' qppreffion of iiis ibuL 

'' O Timer fae sdmned at leogdi. 
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O Heart ! (of which every day difcovers 
io me netv feelings either to lament or to 
dread ;) what am I to become at laft ? Is 
this the iame being which once believed 
Zaire a pai*t of itfelf, yet which now furvives 
her I Can it indeed be, that I fhould love 
another while (he lies buried in the earth ? 
I, that but for Conftantia muft have clung 
to her grave till life had ended. — Will the 
hour ever ardve when I fhall think of Zaire 
without regret, or behold her grave without 
agohy ? O never, never ! — Rather let me 
die, Conftantia, rather let me die, than out- 
live the bitter grief I owe to thy too tender 
rival !'' 

Tenacious of its affe£Uons, the young and 
virtuous heart fliudders at change : and 
death, which diflblves the miion of commoQ 
foulis, feemsbut to cement more clofely that 
which once rivetted the good. 

In the full ftrength of renewed grief 
De^metritis fudd^ly faw the appareatly- 
-l^i^lful end to wjiioh time wottld inefvt-

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tably condufl him : the objedl now was 
fliocking to his infirm fenfibility : but every 
fucceeding day and hour would . gradually 
diminifh the vividnefs of thofe recoUedlions 
which rendered it fo abhorrent ; and new 
impreffions made by another paflion, other 
hopes, other anxieties, would prevent him 
from recurring to the pail by fixing all his 
regards upon the future. 
* There are periods in the lives of all men 
when external circumftances and inward 
weaknefs fortuitoufly meet, and take frotn 
them the power of mental refiflance. With 
the fame motives to abandon themfelves 
to wretchednefs to-day as they had yefter- 
day, they will yet feel and appear far more 
wretched. Demetrius at this moment could 
not reafon himfelf into compofure, or 
find in the pofQbility of future happinefs 
any thing but an occafion for felf-abhor- 
rence. 

For the firft time fince Zaire's death, 
his tears poured in torrents. A frantic 
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wifh to , die (fo to efcape from anguifh, 
vrhichy while it lafted, £eemed as if it would 
be eternal,) alone pofieifed his breaft. 

He would have purfued his jourijey, 
unconfcioully, through the blacknefs of 
midnight, had not his fervant made a more 
accurate calculation of the difcomforts and 
dangers of fuch a progrefs : his voice gave 
timely notice of the pofl-houfe ; at which 
Demetrius alighted; where, inftantly re- 
tiring to a chamber, he caft himfelf on the 
bed hopelefs of fleep* 
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A17HEN the Brothers met once more at 
head-quarters, thar eyes exchanged a 
mutual agreement to banifh from their pri- 
vate hours all difcourfe of the paft or 
future. 

It was not in the; tumult of warlike pre- 
paration that either of them could indulge 
the fofmefs of fond regret : they were now 
to pour forth the full tide of their mingled 
fpirits towards one objed alone, the falva- 
tibn of their country : and by fixing their 
fight (leadily on that mighty end, they hoped 
to render themfelves unconfcious of minute 
yet tenderer interefts. 
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The clofeof the lad brillisfnt campaign had 
left Auftria in pofTeffion of all Italy ; except 
only the fmall city of Genoa, v^hich, be- 
fieged and famifhing, was likely to fall foon 
before her amis.' This was an event con- 
lidered almoft certain : and then a new 
campaign in Switzerland, as obilinate but 
more fortunate than the termination of the 
laft, was predided and defired. 

To drive the unprincipled Republicans 
from that enflaved country, and force them 
back from the fhore of the Rhine, was the 
fcheme of the approaching war. France 
on her part fou^t to deceive the Allies by 
feints and declarations; and concentrating 
all her ftrength at IMjon, under the plauii- 
ble title of an army of referve, (he 
threatened from that central point, as from 
an eminence, at once Germany, Switzer- 
land, and Italy. 

It was the mifery of the Auftrian cabinet 
to regard with diftruft, and to treat with in-* 
gratitude, its ableft leader. Prince Charles 
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was now removed from his command* and 
Gei^ral Kray took his place. 

Hafty in all his conclufions, this intrepid 
officer was ill calculated to cope with an 
antagonift like Moreau ; who equalled him 
in bravery and experimental knowledge, 
and excelled him in judgment. He was 
perpetually deceived by his adverfary's 
demonftrations, or perplexed by his own 
conje£tures ; while Moreau eflintated the 
Hungarian General's talents, and a£ted 
Vpon the refult. 

A confummate general frequently gains 
as much by an accurate calculation of his 
enemy's folly, as he does from the full ex- 
ercife of his, own refources : by forefeeing 
his opponent's blunders, and preparing to 
turn them to the bed account, he ufes a 
fpecies of thrift allowable in military affairs, 
which provides for its own advantage out 
of another's profufion. 

A general may indeed riik fomething 
by an enterprize which depends for its fuc- 
cefs folely on the overfight of his enemy j 
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but if he have fiadied the charadler of his 
opponent, tfiie odds are all in his favour. 

Moreau had not reckoned too 'confi- 
dently upon the rafti decifion of General 
Kray : completely deceived by a mafterly 
feint, the latter haflened to rally all his 
troops round him at Donauefchingen ; and 
expefting a grand attack on that point, 
fuffered Moreau to crofs the Rhine un- 
molefted at Bafle. 

The whole force of the French army now 
meeting from different quarters on the Lake 
of Conftanc emenaced the Imperialifts : Do-, 
nauefchingen was abandoned: they retired 
haftily towards Engen^ near which the Prince 
of L'orrain maintained a good poiition. 

But the Imperialifts^ fought under 
every difadvantage. ^ They were fewer in. 
number than the French ; and were pdt- 
plexed with a pre-conceived idea of the 
enemy's having different plans : they wei'e 
in fafl: like men who have all their leffon 
to learn^ and therefore could only oppofe 
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fudden refolutenels to. velL-digefted move- 
ments. 

In the continued battle (as it may be 
termed) which lafted from the third of 
May till the fixtb, the Hungarian Bro* 
thers nobly diftinguifhed themfelves. To 
the ardour infpired by their juft cau£^ 
was added the laudable motive of honour- 
ing each other by obtaiuing the applaufe of 
their gallant afTociates. 

The regiment 'which Charles commanded 
had the honour of receiving the firfl fhock 
of the enemy's cavalry : General » Moreau, 
in perfon, led them forward to the charge ; 
which, though renewed again and again, was 
repulfed with dreadful llaughter. 

In defiance of fupoior numbers, and the 
lofs of that fupport which . General Kray 
might have derived from the army of 
Prince John, (now vanquiQxed at Stock- 
9cft,) he maintained his ground during an 
obftinate attack, in^ which the French lofe 
greatly exceeded that of the Imperialifts« 
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On the morning of the fifth, he fell back 
upon the Danube ; but ere he could crofs 
it, another bloody engagement took place. 

While making a few rapid difpolitions 
for defence, Charles thought with anguifh 
of that obje£t dearer to him than his life, 
for whofe fafety he began to tremble at the 
probable march of the vidtors. It feemed 
to him as if they were already at the gates of 
Munich. He breathed a hafty prayer for 
kis country, while he thought only of his 
wife ; and ftrung to tenfold courage by ap- 
prehenfion for her, charged hotly through 
the ranks c^ the foe. 

At that fortunate moment, when the 
Ff ench troops flood aghaft at fuch bold 
condud:, a body of Bavarians, (to whbm 
Leopolftat bad previoufly given orders,) 
by a weH-concerted manoeuvre fucceeded 
in turning- the enemy's fknk : the cavalry 
dlien wheeMng round charged back through 
lis fcattered battalions' ;. and the fate of the 
day had quicltly decided for the Imperial* 
Mts, had not Count LeopoUlat>. in the very 
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ardour of returning a third tithe to the 
charge, received a mufquet ball in his fide. 
. He fell from his hprfe, and the enemy in* 
ftantly clofing round him, dabbed his fenfe- 
kfs body with innumerable bayonets. 

Where then was Demetrius ? '. — The next 
moment his fabre was flafhing amongfl them 
like the lightning of Heaven, 

Throwing himfelf from his horfe, and 
calling on bis .companions to join him, he 
defended the perfon of his brother with a 
fie?-c<2 violence which rendered him infenfi- 
ble of aiHidiop. 

Nothing now was to be feen but con- 
fufion and carnage: to recover- the body 
of their leader feemed the fole aim of this 
tremendous confli£):^ 

Part of the fquadrons haftily difmount-* 
ed, and part, beating under, their horfes' 
hoofs, the foldiers cut down by their fa^ 
bres, loft all remembrance of general or« 
ders. The found of piftols fired on the Very, 
hearts of men, \ifa$ miisied with execrations 
and dying groans: the fight of bayonets 
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mingling on the fame points, the blood of 
many breafts was increafed in horror by 
the lad ftruggles of muhitudes, perifhing 
beneath the we^ht and convulfions of their 
wounded horfes. 

. In that earthly Hell, Demetrius almoft 
maddened : he fought with a ferocity }n- 
fpired by the pitilefs fcene ; and when, fuc- 
cefsful at laft, his brave fquadron remained 
mailers of their bleeding prize, he ftarted at 
his own heart, which rather fpurred him on ' 
to vengeance than yielded to grief. 

As he raifed Leopolftat-s body from the 
ground, the trepidation with which he did it 
awoke the flumbering life. Charles opened 
his eyes, fixed them on the face of his 
brother with an expreffion which zGted on 
the foul of his Demetrius like a holy fpirit 
paifing vifibly before him ; again his eyes 
clofed) and Demetrius, burfting into a paf« 
iion of lamentation, clafped him in his arms 
without power to nfe. 
' *« I live, I live, my brother!" Charle$

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. £untly breathed ; " forward !*' — He fainted 

as he fpoke ; and Demetrius, eagerly 

glancing round the field, beheld the enemy 

. iwtreating in diforder before the German 

troops. 

He was now free to remain with Charles. 
Animated into the hope of faving that 
brother, for whom he would gladly have 
§}ed every drop of his own blood, he 
haftily formed a fort of litter out of the 
arms and pelifles of the foldiers, and bore 
him upon it to the hofpital tent. 

Long ere they reached the place, every 
hope had vanifhed. The rapidly- changing 
Demetrius felt nothing but defpair while 
he gazed intently on the motionlefs fea- 
tures of his brother. That beloved face, 
ft> ftill, fo pale, fo vifibly imprinted with 
death, lying in the midft of blood gufh- 
fcg out of countlefs wounds j the dread- 
ful filence which furrounded the bier on 
which he was borne j the difinayed coun- 
tenances of the foldiers; all tended to 
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imprefs Demetrius with a convi£tion that the 
gallant fpirit was diflodged for ever. 

At that agonizing moment, how light 
and unreal appeared the grief he had in- 
dulged for Zaire! Her death he con- 
templated with pity and anguilh ; her death 
he had lamented with frantic tendernefs : but 
that of Charles ! — his heart withered within 
him at the fearful image. To live on be- 
reft of fuch a brother was impoffible : to die, 
when his life fhould be pronounced beyond 
recal, feemed then the law of his being. 
At this idea he ftood fuddenly compofed 
in' look and manner: but the fpirit of 
grief which thus retreated from the furfiace 
only retired to gather ftrength for the 
moment, in which it was to fwell and over- 
whelm him. 

While the furgeons were examining the 
woundis of Leopolftit, (whoiii exdsfs of 
pain frequently revived j ^md as often ren^i 
dered infenfible agaift,) Demetrius flood 
with his arms folded, laid his eyes rivetted

upon his brjother. One of the furgeons 
lifted up the cluflering hair ; it was fteeped 
in blood, and completely dyed the hand that 
touched it. Demetrius darted at the fight ; 
a fudden fhivering feized him: when he 
had laft noted thefe clotted ringlets, they 
had been fondly fported with by the fingers 
of Adelaide, when Charles, iangued with 
military duty, was momentarily flumbering 
on her fhoulder. , He averted his eyes ; and 
the tears he was unable to (hed over his own 
fuflfering gufhed forth in pity to another. 

After three days, the report of the 
furgeons was not fuch as to balance the 
hopes and fears of thofe around Count 
Leopolftat : appreheniion preponderated : 
his wounds were many and dangerous ; 
and his recovery was faid to depend on a 
variety of drcumftances in temperament 
and fituation, which it feemed demanding 
a miracle to ezped. 

The iofs of fuch an officer at a period 
fb. critical, when even the capital of 
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Auftria was menaced^ was extremely diftrefs- 
ing to the Commander in Chief: LeopoU 
flat's counfel in camp had fo often decided 
him in difficult conjunftures, and his con- 
dud in the field fo often completed that 
counfel, that he came to the refoludon of 
removing him to a diftance with the utmofl 
concern. 

The army were now croiling the Da- 
nube ; and though it was the brave Kray's 
intention to difpute every inch of ground 
he might be forced to abandon, he forefaw 
that XJlm would inevitably be his refting 
place. 

To Ulm, ' therefore, while it was pof- 
fible to move flowly, he direfted Count 
Leopolflat fhould be carried ; and, in con- 
fideration of Demetrius, appointed his troop 
to form the efcort. 

At the firit intimation of this, Deme- 
trius felt like a young and enthufiaflic 
foldier ; he was alarmed at the poffibility 
of odium by thus avoiding a ihare in the 
danger and difaflers of his companions: 
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but diis phantom of faftidious honour 
Tanifhed before fraternal love, 
. " Shall I defert thee, brother of my 
fouV he foftly excIaiKiied, as he fat watch- 
ing his unquiet ileep j ^^ ihall I leave thee 
to periih for the fake pf a mere breath ? — 
My country can be as well ferved by any 
other arm as mine : I have nothing entrufted 
to me, therefore have no duty to betray. 
If I fave thee, I preferve her beft champion 
to Germany {'and what cenfure, then, can or 
ought to^ wound me !" 

Charles awoke in the midft of thefe 
reflexions : and as if he read in his bro- 
ther's looks all tl^at was pafling in his bo- 
fom, tenderly prefied hi$ hand. Demetrius 
Vehemently kifled both the hands of Charles 
in return. 

To his various arid eager queftions, the 
latter could only reply by figns; for lofe 
of bloed and fubfequent bodily pangs 
bad e^aufled all his jlrengtb. A fu^kiea 
bH^htnefs flione on his feattitres, when 
Demetriu3, prefentiog a letter^ told hkn 
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a courier had juft brotfght it from Ade-* 
laide : Charles averted his face as he 
received it, and motioned to be left alone : 
his brother obeyed. 

On the return of Demetrius, it was re« 
folved to apprize the young Countefs, in 
part, of her hufband's fituation : for 
Leopolftat rather chofe to bear the know- 
ledge of her fuffering now, than by keep- 
ing her in ignorance doom her to more 
frightful agonies hereafter. His heart bled 
as he anticipated the Tight of her who 
Uved but in him, and who could not be* 
hold him thus without prefaging the 
worft : yet, to prepare her by a gradual 
view of his decline, and to leave her the 
confolation of having foothed his, laft 
moments, were motives which far out* 
weighed his own cowardice at the profped 
of witnefling her grief. 

Having heard and approved the letter^ 
which his agitated brother's tears blotted 
as he wrote, he order^ it to be imme- 
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diately difpatched; and then prepared for 
removal. 

Every accommodation that refpeft and 
affeftion could devife in the midft of a 
retreating army was procured for Count 
Leopolftat: the foldiers faluted the liiter 
as it pafied with tears on their rough 
cheeks : and , the General, looking after it 
a long time, turned away with a figh, re- 
peating in a mixed tone of regret and 
admiration, " My gallant countryman !*' 

Though proceeding with ilownefs, ^md 
watched by a Ikilful furgeon, Leopolftat 
feemed to have reached Ulm only to die : 
his impatient wife joined him on the road? 
and now, for the firft time in her life, 
£3und herfelf affailed by a calamity againfl 
which flie had no longer any reafoning 
powers to oppofe. 

While fhe fupported him in her arms, 
to eafe the pain of long continuance in 
one attitude; or watched his flumbers, 
or admi iftered the opiates that were to 
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bellow them ; anxiety for him drove 
away every thought of herfelf: but the 
inftant (he left him, (which was x>nly 
when his wounds were drefling,) defpair 
feized her; and as (he fancied his bodily 
pangs, her fuffering threatened to end in 
phrenfy. 

Of her father or Demetrius, ihe could 
think no more; even though they were 
both before her, heart-ftruck for her and 
for themfelves. She neither heard thdr 
lamentations nor their intreaties; but, ab* 
forbed m the future, abandoned her whole 
foul to one darling objed. 

At this period, the attentive fympathy 
of Colonel Wurtzburg (who was among 
the troops in the garrifon) excited the gra* 
titude of Demetrius. He frequently watched 
whole nights in the boufe, when Leopolftat 
was thought in immediate danger ; avowing 
himfelf too warmly interefted for reft or 
peace of mind. 

By thofe filent attentions which, ex« 
erted for the benefit of others, without 
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noife or oftentation, affe& the heart fcr 
much,, he contrived to imprefs every ia^ 
dividual with a fenfe of obligarioou What 
their exceb of grief would have over- 
lookedg his le& affli£ted fpiritwinight be 
permitted :tq remember : and all .that he 
jdid for Charles or Adelaide, or her fa- 
ther, was found fo neceflary to their com- 
fi^ft, that Demetrius chid himfelf for not 
spticipattng the very fervices for which he 
was thankful. 

The confolations of a female frigid 
were denied to the imhappy Cqunteis, 
Princefs Conflantia being removed to 
Vienna} whither her uncle had haflened 
on the fir A news of the French iuc- 
cefles.. 

Of ConAani^, Demetrius did not al« 
U>w himfelf to ^ink : altliough her imoget 
like an angelic yifion, oftea floated through 
his fency, cahning for a iwhile the temped 
of wildly-raifed apprehenfion« He knew 
bar to be in iafe^ } and therefore 
tp indulge Jn . ff>ft rdr^agia abcpt .her. 
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while death and danger menaced objeds 
equally dear, would have been almoft 
facrilege. 

The Imperialiils, retreating before a 
vail army fluihed with fuccefs^ and 
eager for plunder, were rapidly falling 
back upon Ulm. Defeat, had followed 
defeat: though the lofs of the enemy 
was uniformly greater than that of the 
Auftrians* 

But the German lines, once thinned, 
were fiowly repaired; while all whom 
rapiAe and fanadc liberty infpired crowded 
to fill up thofe of the French. 

Italy was nearly reconquered; Switaer* 
land their own; the Grifons within their 
grafp: from the Mediterranean fea ta 
tl>e river Rhine one enormous army 
covered the feveral countries which U^ 
between them. 

Deftru&ion feemod to wait only the 
nod of a lawleis Republican, to over* 
whelm the vefy feat of entire. 
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Thefe fatal circumftances retarded the 
poffible recovery of Charles, who felt as 
if, at each frefli difafter, 

*« String after ftring was- fevered from his hearc.** 

By a courier, who brought advices of a 
battle at Memmingen, Leopolftat received 
a note from the Commander in Chief, de- 
firing him to remove inftantly to the capital, 
as both armies were now on their march 
towards Ulm, where it was likely an obfti- 
nate engagement would foon take place. 

The brave Charles difdained thus to fly 
before an advancing foe, even though weak- 
ened by pain and ficknefs ; and, indeed, he 
was not in a condition to bear either a fud*- 
dei>or a quick removal. He befought his 
wife' to feek Vienna immediately, while he 
awaited the arrival of the troops, or pro- 
ceeded with lefs precipitation : but Adelaide 
refufed to leave him. 

The Imperial army entered Ulm foon 
after; and from their entrenched camp before 
the city kept the French awhile in check. 
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Neither of the adverfe Generals thought 
the period advantageous for attack ; and 
during this accidental | fufpenfion of arms 
Leopolftat's wound aflumed a lefs alarming 
afpe£t« He was now able to undertake 
the fatigues of another journey. Accom* 
panied by his wife and her father, he fet 
out for Vienna, leaving Demetrius behind 
him in garrifon. 

Bereft at once of fo many dear objeds, 
and flill trembling for the ultimate fafety 
of his brother, the heart of Demetrius 
habitually turned towards Colonel Wurtz- 
burg. 

The kindnefs with which that officer 
met his renewed frieiidfhip, and the zeal* 
ous alacrity with which he ufed to feek out 
minor comforts for Count Leopolftat, con- 
veyed a fevere reproach to Demetrius. He 
blufhed to recoiled his former .coldnefs, 
though Wurtzburg feemed to have forgot- 
ten it : and he ftrove to repair his fault by 
teftimonies of gratitude. 
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The Cblonel's delicate condud increafed 
this glow of gratitude into the fuUeft ef^eem. 
He evidently avoided opportunities of ex- 
torting .the fecret thought$ of his friend ; 
always turned the conver(ation when it 
pointed to peculiar fubjeds ; and ;iever ftaid 
with Demetrius at thofe tiines in which t)ie 
fwelling breaft of the latter overflowed 
either with tendemefs or pailion. 

As material obje£bs appear lefs at a dif- 
tance than fuch as are near» fo the paft 
condudl of men lofes its enormity when 
(^ofed to a prefent appearance of ex- 
cellence. Beguiled by his own generous 
nature^ our young Huilar fometimes 
fearched his memory in vain for ratioz^al 
grounds for his former ill-will of Wurtz- 
burg : but nothing amoundng to con* 
^i£tion was regiftered there. He there- 
fore gave a loofe to cordiality; and im- 
perceptibly wearing away the felfJim*. 
pofed diftance of the Colonel foon ihew«> 
ed, (without intending abfolutely to con- 
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fide in him,) all that the Colonel "wanted to 
know of his fituation. 

It was long ere Wurtzburg could difen- 
gage hirnielf from the perplexity in which 
young Leopolftat's chara£):er was formed ta 
bewilder him. He could not comprehend 
how it wa^ poffible for Demetrius to burft 
into a fudden paflion of grief when any 
circup[iftance recalled Madame de Fontain- 
ville ; y;et every day, every hour, be cherifli- 
ing the idea of Friecdfl Conftantia, and 
be unconfctoufly recurring to her in all his 
difcourfes. 

When an exclusive preference was OveXf 
the Colonel (fenfible to none but the coarfeA 
attachments) be&ved that every fentiment 
of tendemefs mull periih with it : he knew 
nothing of thofe nice fhades of affefUon, 
pity, and adtniration, which complete the 
fine colou^'ing of a truly tender heart. 
OWervation, however, forced him to admit 
the^exiftence of fuch a phenomenon, though 
it did not help him in the leaft towards com'' 
prehending it« 
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Carefully noting each of thefe appa* 
rent inconfiftencies, he kept a regular 
journal of y^hat he thus difcovered ; while 
Demetrius often wrote in his praife to 
Forfheim, who was now with the army of 
Bohemia* 

A fmall divifion of troops being re- 
quired by^an Auftrian General, fome leagues 
from the camp, Wurtzburg's regiment was 
ordered on the fervice. He left Demetrius 
with many demonftrations of regret : at 
the fame time transferring to him a French 
fervant, whom Demetrius had occafionally 
employed about his brother's (ick bed, in 
confequence of the fellow's cleverneis 
and the Colonel's earneft recommenda- 
tion. 

A fucceffion of difaftrous actions be- 
tween the two armies followed this period. 
The Imperialifts, routed in every engage- 
ment, vainly lavifhed thdr blood on the 
plains of Blenheim, and at the bridge of 
Greniheim, Fate frowned from the broad 
banner of France: and the Genius of 
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Auftria feemed to have withdrawn in wrath 
from an army^ which, under the command 
of its virtuous Prince, fhe had once led on 
to vidlory. 

The broken troops having haftily aban« 
doned their camp at Ulm, had proceeded to 
Ingolftadt : from whence they beheld with 
difmay the Republicans fpreading like con* 
fuming fire over all Suabia, Bavaria, Wur- 
temberg and Treves. 

The country of the Grifons was loft ; the 
troops in Tyrol were hemmed .in by de- 
tachments from the French army of Italy, as 
well as by part of that which laid wafte the 
frontiers ; a powerful force was already on 
its march to Franconia ; and Moreau, ani« 
mated with thefe iignal advantages, no longer 
feigned an intention of advancing to Vienna. 

Whether any unknown caufes, fufEcient 
to juftify his adyice as a military man, pre- 
Vailed with Buonaparte (then Firft Conful, 
and General in Italy,) to prefs Moreau's 
relinquifhment of this brilliant prize; or 
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whether a bafe envy prompted him to with«r 
thofe* laurels which the hand of another 
grafped to decorate their country, is un- 
certain. The motive will ever remain con- 
cealed ; but the fad is poiirive. 

At the head of vidorious troops, fup- 
ported on all fides by fuccefsful confederates, 
with only a few difpirited forces to hang on 
his rear; invited by difloyalty and riot to 
Vienna itfelf, General Moreau w^s enjoined 
by Buonaparte to gra^t an armift^ce, now 
filed for by Auftria. 

How is this to be accounted for ? 

The Firft Conful was never fufpeded of 
iacrificing ambidbn to humanity. No 
vcHce of human fuffering had ever yet 
flopped him in the career of military re- 
ward ; (witnefe the dreadful bridge of Lodi ! 
witnefe the plains of Jaffa ! witnefs the 
fcene in which his own fick foldiers perifhed 
by poifbn !) he was not of that caudous 
fpirit which avoids the very poflibility of 
difappdntment : no! He breailed diffi- 
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culties with ardour; and rather fought to 
wrefl diftinftion by conquering againft 
probabilities, than to receive tempered com- 
mendation by anfwering the expeftations of 
his countrymen. 

The whole campaign of Italy had been 
to him a brilliant feries of aftoiyihing fuc- 
cefs : but '* his ftar raufl: have turned pale,'* 
had that of Moreau continued to fhine. It 
sras no part of the Corfican's policy to facri* 
iice his own aggrandizement to that of the 
country he ferved: Moreau muft be ob- 
fcured: and Moreau was. -^-^ The armiilice 
was agreed upon ia the month of July; 
when all operations in Germany ceafed till 
the beginning of September. 
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CHAP. V. 

IMPATIENT to fee that beloved brother^ 
whofe perfed fafety affedion could not 

credit unlefs abfolutely witnefled, Deme* 

trius obtained a month's leave of abfence, 

and haftened to Vienna. 

Ciount Leopolftat was at the houfe of his 

£dthful friend, Baron Ingerfdorf, who was 

now a widower. 

Difgufled with the court ' intrigues 

which had already difplaced Prince 

Charles, tod were driving to exclude from 

* 

the military councils all fincere lovers 
of their country, the Baron had refigned 
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his office^ and retired from public life 
to a villa in the beautiful fuburbs of the 
capital. 

There, in the fociety of his brother 
and his accomplifhed nephew, he enjoyed 
every pleafure dear to a rational and elegant 
mind. 

Leopolftat was not yet abte to fupport 
himfelf, except on a couch ; where, raifed.,. 
on cufhions, he lay calm and uncom- 
plaining. 

Though he could no longer amufe or 
employ himfelf, but was dependait on 
thofe he Idved for' every comfort and 
relief, he repaid their ailiduities by the 
everlafting funfhine of patient fweetnefs. 

The mi|fic of his Adelaide's voice ftill 
thrilled him with delight ; and while her 
balmy breath refted upon the cheek ihe 
fondly printed with a kifs, he ceafed to 
languifh for the unconfined air of heaven, 
which fo often appears to an invalid as if it 
mpfl ^^ bring healing, on its wings/' 
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More than ever endeared by his fufferings, 
and yet further exalted by the manner in 
which they were borne, Charles diftinftly 
faw that his wife's affe<5lion increafed with 
time. That love, which glories in its objefl:, 
fpoke for ever from her eyes ; and' a fenfe 
of danger pad gave birth to a gratitude too 
gefittine for any fears to alloy. 

Adelaide had been fo miferable, that 
fhe was now nearly happy : her Charles 
wa^ recovering ; her Charles was eternally 
in her fight ; and (he had every day frefh 
reafon to blefs the event which kept him 
frbm the armies. 

In Hhe joyfalhefs of her looks, and thofe 
of her uncle and father, Demetrius, on 
reaching Vienna, read all he wiflied. 
Though he found hie brother ftretched 
^ powerlefe 'on a fopha, what feemed the 
body's weaknefs to him, whfen he b^eld 
again, as it were, the foul of his brother? 
Thought and emotion . once more glowed 
through the features of Charles, and at 
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thar late parting the very pcinciple of 
life itfelf appeared extinS. 

Thefe* brave brothers, who had un- 
dauntedly fronted the fhock of armies to- 
gether, were now not aihamed of yielding 
fome tears to the feelings of this moment. 
They refted filently in each other's arms, 
till their difburthened hearts grew calm. 

A narrative of the military incidents 
which had occurred fince they met. Was 
fbon demanded by Xeopolftat. Demetrius 
gave it eloquently — too eloquently ; for 
at his vivid defcriptions, and bitter cenfures, 
the heftic on his brother's cheek quivered 
like an unfteady flame. 

Their difcourfe was interrupted by the 
entrance of the Baron and Adelaide, of 
whom, after fome hefitation, Demetrius 
enquired about Conftantia. His eyes be- 
ing call down prevented him from ob- 
ferving the change this queftion made in 
his filler : flie replied in a low voice, 
*^ Conftantia k in Vienna ; but as I have 
much to tell you, and dare not agitate 
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Charles wjth it, you mufl: inquire no fur- 
ther till we are alone." 

For the firft time in her life, the ten- 
der Adelaide, through an e^ccefs of 4ove, 
fpared him who would have fuffered the 
leaft. Thefe hafty words plunged Deme- 
trius into the mofl: frightful conjefturings : 
from the moment they were uttered, . he 
became fileiit ;* and, watching an opportu- 
nity to have his fears terminated, abruptly 
followed Adelaide out of the room, when 
fhe left it to procure fome fruit for her 
hufband. 

On fedng Demetrius, (he made her 
fether take charge of the fruit ; and led t^e 
way into the garden. There, traverfing 
a walk, where the moft beautiful flurubs 
bloomed and breathed unnoticed, they 
difcourfed of Conftantia. — How was De- 
metrius appalled to find, that his Princeic 
lived in a fpedes of imprifonment I Ade^ 
laide knew little of her fituation ; yet 
that little was enough to lend the heart 
of a lover.

With this precious pledge of fuccefs in 
his hand, Demetrius haften^d to Baron 
Ingerfdorf's, where he confided to his 
brother and to Adelaide the important 
fecret.

mgs from thofe which crimfoned his cheeky 
aod made his pulfes bear. Joy fat on his 
finooth brow; folicitude and diftruft con* 
tzaded theirs. It was n9t till Demetrius 
had repeated every circumftance, and 
cx)Ioufed the attachment of Pierre in the 
warmeft manner, that Leopolftat admitted 
i belief of his honefty : however^ the fecond 
»«iag wkh Gonflamia having paSM off 
iafely, and a letter from her relation being

Charles befought Demetrius to confide

No one had feen Demetrius jQnce the mo- 
ment in which he left, the room at Baron 
Ingerfdorf 's ; and Pierre's very few aflbci- 
ates proved their complete ignorance of hie 
concealment. Officers of juftice were now 
in&arch of this man; and to bk capture 
. and confeffion Leppoiftat fecretly locdi:ed for 
air that he fhould ever hear agjun of bk 
beloved brother* 
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There was no for row on. earth 'ftrong 
tnou^ to conquer Charles's coniideration 
for thofe around him. He ftifled every 
exj»:effion of grief or impatience; and it 
was only by his continual^ though fuflfocated 
iighs, that Adelaide found during the night 
that he never flept. 

Unable himfelf to walk, or even to bear 
the quick motion of a carriage, Leopolftat 
was obliged to delegate his duty to others* 
Agwi his adive friends commenced new in- 
quiries ; again returned unfucce&ful : letters, 
mefiages, viiitors, came every hour td the 
gate of the houfe, but each came to profefs 
the fame ill-fortune. 

Count Forlhiem was at length forced to 
abandon his ihare in a taik which he per* 
formed with a brother's zeal : the truce 
was juft terminating ; every officer was 
recalled to bis regiment, and he could no 
longer remain from his. He departed ; 
leaving Lorenza as a companion for Ade- 
laide, whofe fpirits failed under the fight of 
.her hiifband's diflrefs, and the prefiure of 
her own. 
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During a .week's hopeleis fearch^ the 
thoughts of Count Leopolftat often reverted 
to Colonel Wurttburg : it is true, that he 
had received from this gentleman a very 
ftrong and amazed denial of his having the 
flighteft knowledge of Demetrius or his con* 
•cerns ; but (till an inftin£tive fufpidon 
haunted him like a fpeflre, and Uke a 
fyedre vaniihed when he would have fcru- 
tmized it. 

How or why Wurtzburgh ihould bare a 
fliare in his brother's diiappearance he could 
not form an idea : — - Wurtzburgh was with 
his regiment near higolftadt ; — * Wurtzburg 
had of late (at leafl: when they met in Ulm) 
been friendly, but not forward : why, then, 
did he fufpe£k him f *^ He could not anfwer 
the queftion ; yet for all that fufpicioii hfelf 
vasnot fiknced. 

Pierre^ unluckily, had be^n once the 
Goloaers fervant ; and the affixiatkn of 
Ideas which this drcumilance naturally pro- 
duced, together with Wurtzburg's dubbus 
conduft at Bolzano, prevented Charles from 
being thoroughly juft. 
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Whfle uQcertBin of his brother's fate, 
own ina£tbn appeared to him like a crime :

Ingerfdorf (having previoufly afibred hisih 
felf that Adelaide was in her drefling^room) 
entered the apartment of Charles* 'The 
deepeft concern was fettled on his amiable 
countenance i hb baiids fliook as he took 
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one of Leopolftat's within « his, and^Arenu- 
oufly preffed it. " My dear nephew," he 
faid, " I truft you are prepared for fome- 
thing very like a confirmation of our word 
fears!

By the time Count Leopolftat had fufE- 
ciently mattered that mighty grid^, which 
almoft ctuflied the very centre of life, he 
quitted his fblitude, and joined a melan- 
choly conference now held between Baron 
Ingerfdorf and the Field MarfhaL 
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Adelaide's fituadon rendered it nearly 
criminal to ihock her with fo dreadful a 
difcovery: and as it had always been the 
Count's wifh to have his child, bom under 
his own paternal roof, it was agreed that 
preparations for their immediate journey 
into Hungary ihould be commenced. Wa 
wounds, not yet healed, and his debili- 
tated healthy prevented the poffibility c^ 
his iharing in the future campaign : and 
as he had unlimited leave of abfence from 
the Gnnmander in Chief, it had long been 
his intendon to try his native air for fome 
months.

The atrocioufnefs of Pierre's crime afto-

Forflieim no fooner entered Bohemia 
than he repaired to , where, to 

his utter dilappointment, he found the 
Canonefs had juft breathed her laft.—

and no perfon came forward as if entruft- 
ed with the fecret.

When Adelaide returned from her vifit 
to Madame Reufmark, ihe heard with 
furprife, but not diflatisf^dion, her huf- 
band's intention of fetring out for Leo- 
polftat the fecond day after the prefent. 
There was nothing precious, to har in 
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Vienna, except Conftantia, whom (he had 
feveral titpes vainly attempted to fee. To 
ail her folidtations the Prince of Nurem- 
berg had civilly replied, — *^ His niece was 
too ill for company." 

She now wrote to him again ; and the 
next morning received a freezing per« 
miflion. 

The fpirits of Adelaide were at prefent 
ill-fuited to the trial fhe anticipated : fre- 
quently after her carriage was announced, 
did ihe rife to go it, and as pften did 
fhe fink again upon her chair, weeping 
and trembling. Conflantia had always 
been inexpreffibly dear for her own fake, 
and how much more fo now for that of 
Demetrius! — Charles dreaded the confe- 
quence of fuch a meeting, but forbore to 
exprefs his fears left his wife fhould yield 
lip the facred duties of humanity and 
fnendfhip to her fondnefs for him. When 
her agitation fobfided, he led her to the 
carriage y m which they were then ilowly 
conveyed tQ the palace of Nuremberg. 
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The Prince received Count LeopoUlat^ 
the Princefs led his Countefs to Conftantia. 
For fome time after the ladies left them, both 
gentlemen were filent; at laft the Prince

" I find, Sir, you are ftill unfuccefsful 
in your fearch after your brother. I wifh 
the young Count had not made it my 
intereft to rejoice in a circumftance which 
otherwife my efteemfbr you would have 
taught me to lament." 

^* I know of nothings Prince,** replied 
Charles, feverely eyeing him, ^^that can 
excufe any man for rejoicing in the pro* 
bable murder of another.

^ Coum, you take an mifair advantage 
of me/' returned Nuremberg, quivering 
as he fpoke. *' You are cool ; my feelings 
are top keenly engaged, to allow me to 
weigh the precife extent of every word's 
meaning. However I mufl repeat, that , 
although I might fpeak too forcibly of your 
brother, I am juiUfied in averting that it is 
unnatural to think he never found means to 
fee or to write to Conftanda without my 
knowledge. Her obftkiate conftancy is a 
proof of it." 

'^ As damning a proof," Charles ftemly 
exclaimed, '^ as the mortal animofity of the 
Prince of Nuremberg is of his bang the 
murderer of Demetrius." 

For the firft time the Prince without 
changing colour furioufly dared the full 
blaze of, Leopolftat's eyes : he flood fteadily 
oppofite to him for an inftant, then faid, — f 
^* Explain yourfelf. Sir !" 
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Amazed, ^ut ndt confounded, by this 
iiiiei^e^ed fign of innocence, Cbarks 
anfwered, — " I do not accufe you.

A momentary fluih of refentment on 
the che^k of Conftantia convinced the

of this inheritance, endeared 'to him as 
the place of his birth and the gift of Ade- 
laide ; he now came to it without one emo- 
tion of pleafure. 

That fentiment of defolation which the 
heart, bereaved of a dear obje£t, fpreads 
over all creation, feemed in his imagination 
to have fixed its eternal throne at Leopolftat. 
It *• breathed a browner horror o'er the 
woods;'' it chilled him in the thundering 
torrent, and the fweeping ftorm ; it per- 
vaded every found and every view; and 
rendered the expefted birth of his child only, 
an important ev6nt that would for ever 
calendar the date of his dired calamity* 

But he refiifed. indulgence to a fentiment, 
which, if fuffered to increafe, palfies the 
firmeft fouls, and takes from them both the 
power and the will to fulfil their appointed 
duties. He ibught fociety : he direded all 
« the.tendemeis of his nature towards his wife ; 
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he ftrove to furround her with that tem- 
pered cheerfulnefs fo agreeable to elegaiit 
minds; and often in the fond attempt of 
making her happy nearly rend'ered himfelf 
fo. ' 

In the company of Madame Forfhiem, 
and the occaiional vifits of the prior from 
St.Xavier*s, two months pad away. At the 
expiration of that time he became a father. 
What a multitude of ftrange delightful emo- 
tions pervaded him, when he took his child, 
for the firft time, into his arms ! They 
efiaced every former impreffion : they fpread 
blifs throughout his foul, as if he were 
fuddenly endued with a new and more ex- 
quifite fenfe than any hitherto known; or 
as if he waked in heaven, and found him- 
felf etherialized amidfl beatitude. 

He ftood a long time without moving 
his eyes from the infant's £ice, and fcarcely 
breathing : at lafl fome other pdrfon's 
a£lion difturbed > the babe : it waked and it 
cried. The dream now ended : the father's^ 

01 
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mind was mftantly crowded with images of 
care and forrow ; and the idea of Deme- 
trius, like a piercing pain momentarily JuUed, 
returned with tenfold ftrength. 

It was different with Adelaide. The birth 
of their, child was to her a cifcumftance 
that ftill further abftrafted her from other 
confiderations : it had long been dearly 
familiar to all h^r thoughts ; it was ever 
bl«ided with fome folicitude about herfelf, 
and far more about her hufband. His 
difappointment if the babe fhould be bom 
dead, and his grief if he fhould perifh,. 
occupied her incefTantly. She could never 
forget that an hour of trial and anxiety 
awaited her; and therefore, dwelling fo 
much on one objefl: weakened her percep- 
tion of another. 

When firft fhe preffed the infant to her 
bofom, the emotion fhe felt was not like 
Charles's, new and bewildering : it was but 
the fame blifs perfected' and fecured, which 
had often before thrilled tranfiently through 
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her frame. She faw m it an innocent crea- 
ture to love and to proted ; one that was 
henceforth to be entirely dependent upon 
her tendemefs ; and full of a convidlion at 
once fo &cred and fo fweet. ihe furrendered 
herfelf to happinefs ; half-believing that fince 
fo mujch was already given, Providence 
would not deny the r^ft. 

The birth of this babe, therefore, was to 
her a good omen i but to Charles a fad 
memorial* 

It was now December ; and the dyi^g 
yfsir had been as fatal to the hopes of Ger- 
many as to i\\t dpmeftic peace of Coux^t 
l^eopolftat. 

Flu&uatipg ^nd weakji tl^e councils of 
t^e Auftrian cabinet, while they changed 
their meafures, only varied th^ methods. 
of being contemptible : given up to^ petty 
jealoufies, party cabals, and female infli|T 
ence, they planned without judgment, 
and aded without concert. In giving 
the command of the aripies to th^ Arch- 
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duke Charles, they had ever contrived to 
neutralize the wiTdpm of fuch a choice, 
by referring his operations to the Aulic 
council; which, deciding at a dillance 
upon plans that he formed 'where they 
were to be executed, and of which promp- 
titude was the very life, feldom judged 
rightly, or decided with Aifficient dif- 
patch. 

The grand army, during this campaign, 
had been committed to another General, 
as brave, but not fo penetrating; one, 
who was equally fettared by ufelefs re- 
ftri^ons; and who, confequently, could 
not be expelled to emulate his predecef- 
for's glory. 

After the conclufion of a fecond ar- 
miftice. Prince Charles was folicited to 
accept again the important ^pofl of Com- 
mander in Chief. He ftipulated for full 
powers; and they could no longer be 
withheld. 

Auftria had fought her proteftor too 
late. On repairing to head-quarters, the 
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Archduke found an ill-provided army dif- 
pirited and broken to pieces : he had not 
time to feek thofe refources which his inven- 
tive genius inftantly fuggefted ; for the 
enemy fwepc forwards like a refiftlefs fea ; 
and to wait their approach was to court in- 
evitable deftruftion. 

Their ride of fuccefs ftill rolled on : he 
was driven back towards Vienna; from 
which the affrighted inhabitants fled with 
the precipitation of defpair. 

The Prince now faw that peace onfy 
could fave his country : ftifling, therefore, 
ail thofe felfiih fenfibilities to popular or 
particular opinion (which often fUmuIate 
men to the profecution df an objeft which 
they know will fail them at laft), he 
abandoned a vain attempt ; figning a truce 
at Steyer, which was but the prelude 
to a final termination of the war in the 
enfuing year. 

As the news of every defeat reached 
the retirement of Count Leopolftat, he 
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reflefted with embittered regret on his 
inability to (hare in thofe exertions 
and difafters which made and fuffered 
with an unfubdued heart, in a good caufe, 
are fo many crowns of glory to a patriot 
foldier. He contemplated the growing 
power of France with dreadful fore- 
bodings : and when a pacification was 
finally concluded ; while others gave them- 
felves up to cardefs joy, he faw in this 
delufive peace only that horrid calm which 
precedes an earthquake : he faw that France^ 
gathering accumulated force from her tem- 
porary reftraint, would at length burft over 
the whole continent in one wide war of ex- 
termination. 

It was, perhaps, fortunate for Count 
Leopolftat, that public afikirs fo often 
wrefted his thoughts from their ufual fub* 
jeft : ' for the days, the weeks, the months 
pafled, and nothing tranfpired about Deme- 
trius. . 

Pierre feemed to have vanilhed. — 
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Colonel Wurtzburg was quietly going 
through the routine of his' duty in garri* 
fon ; and the Prince of Nuremberg re* 
mained fhut up with his family in Venice. 
AH thofe glimmering lights, which in newl« 
papers and miftaken . intelligence had fuc- 
ceffively darted up and difappeared, fenred 
only to deepen the gloom which enveloped 
the myftery. 

Charles began to reltnquiih even the 
dreary hope of difcovering the deftroyer 
of his brother : but with the hope, he 
would not abandon the attempt. No 
fooner was the fafety of Vienna afcer- 
tained by the peace of Luneville^ than he 
quitted Hungary, taking with him his 
wife and child, and the amiable Madame 
Forfhiem. ft was his intention to leave 
them under the care of his uncle and 
&ther-in-law, while he feized the oppor- 
tunity of paffing into France, and trying 
to find out the abode of Pierre. For, 
that he had returned to his native coun- 
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try, he now no longer doubted ; and that 
he was the criminal, he had never fcrupled 
to believe. 

The advice of Count Forflieim awhile 
delayed this plan. Forfheim had lately 
heard from the agent on his eftate hi 
Goritia, of a ftranger (a Frenchman too), 
who had engaged one of his houfes ; and 
who, though vulgar in his mien and msui- 
ners, lived in great wealth. The unwilling* 
nefs with which this man fpoke of himfelf, 
or his affairs, together with fome miftake 
which had arifen from perfons inquiring 
after him by diflPerent names, made For- 
fliiem fufpe£): that their fearch was now 
ready to end. He conimunicated the mat- 
ter to Leopolftat ; and as he was then going 
to this eftate with his wife, he offered either 
to profecute the enquiry alone, or to make 
liim his companion. 

Charles determined upon the latter ; and 
they fet out immediately. 

After a few days journey, the travellers 
did not reach Count Forfluem's Houfe 
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till midnight: at fuch an hour no excufe 
. could be formed for invading the privacy 
of a ftranger; and therefore the friends 
vtrere obliged to make a merit of necef- 
fity, and * defer their vifit till the morn- 
ing. 

Anxiety amounting to torture; feel- 
ings which had juft enough of hope in 
them to rack and to agonize, (and com- 
pared with which the death of defperate 
certainty would have been bleflednefs ;) 
kept the eyes of Charles from clofing 
during the night. He left his reftlefs bed 
at the dawn of day, impatiently waiting 
for the appearance of Forfhiem, who 
feemed to fleep as if he had. taken an 
opiate. 

In confequence of the war in Italy, Sol- 
dini had accepted for himfelf and niece, 
the afylum oflfered by Count Forfliiem: 
they hJd long been eftablifhed. in Goritia, 
and were now introduced to the brother 
of their loft favourite, Demetrius. Lo- , 
renza made breakfaft with trembling 
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hands ; for (be partook warmly in the ge- 
neral anxiety; and inwardly 1)reathed a 
prayer for their fucceTs as they took the 
path towards the ftranger's. 

When they reached the houfe-door, 
Charles (although wrapt in a large cloak) 
drew back that he might not be known: 
Forfliiem advanced. What was thar mor- 
tification to find, that the man they fought 
was already out ! On queflioning the fer- 
vant, they learnt that he was gone with 
fome guefts to fee the mines at Idria. 
They refolved to follow him: the pUtce 
to which the fervant dire&ed them was not 
half a league off; and the anfwers he 
gave to fome queftions of Leopolftat's, fti- 
mulating them with frefli hope, they pro» 
ceeded forwards. 

At the mourti of the principal fhaft 
they were told that Monfieilr Bemadotte 
(fuch was the ftranger's name) had de- 
fcended into the mme with two other fo- 
reigners. Eager in the purfuit, and fear- 
ful of lofing his prey, Charles propofiad

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going down after him: Forfiuem con- 
fented. 

At any other period than this, in which 
the thoughts of txHh were too much occu-^ 
pSed to regard outward circumftances,nather 
Forfhiem nor Charles would have feated 
themfelves, without fhuddering, in the dif- 
mal machine, which precipitated them above 
a hundred fathoms bdow the furface of a 
fteep moimtain. 

They defcended in complete filence 
and total darknefs: no found broke the 
hideous ftillnets but the whirling noife of 
the ropes and puUies by which they were 
let down; and wben they alighted, only 
a pale lamp, glinunering here and there 
«iiiong caverns as black as JElrebus, ferved 
to mark, with greater precifioOt the horror 
and vaftneis of the place.' - 

At firft, nothing was difcemible by 
Charles, except a wide expanfe of black- 
nefs) on which thefe lamps were mere 
fpecks of light: by d^rees the darknefs 
feemed to diminiih { and he difeovered on 
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all fides gfaaftif figures flittihg dirough it^ 
like condemned fouls. A continued found, 
as of the pealing of diftant thunder, ivaa 
heard to rdil among the caverns: it was 
the echo of their footfteps.

A man now approached, and, hearing 
thar errand^ oflFered to conduQ; them to 
diat part of the mine were Monfieur Ber« 
nadotte was refting: they followed him. 
On advancing to a groupe of perfons, who 
were curioufly watching the labours of llie 
wretched miners, Charles felt his heart 
beat with uncontrolable agitation ; his limbs 
failed under him for a moment, and he 
grafped Forihiem's arm for fupport : but

At the found of his own name Bema-

Had the reftoration of his brother's life

depended upon identifying Pierre in this 
Frenchman^ the difappointment could hardly 
have been more acute. '' It is not the 
man!'* he exclaimed, while leaving For- 
fliiem to apologize, he hurried into another 
divifion of the mine. 

The difmal emotions excited by the 
fight of multitudes, doomed to drink in 
the poifonous vapour which they know 
contains their de^th, now heightened the 
wild difappointment of Leopolftat : as theTe 
unhappy wretches lingered along the vault- 
ed cells, he felt fomething like madneis 
feize upon his brain ; and he caught the arm 
of Forfhiem with alarming wildnefs.

hft r 

When Forfliiem beheld the emaciated 
figure link towards the ground^ he be^ 
Ueved that the unhappy youth bad indeed 
found his death-bed on the bofom fo 'be- 
loyed. He tried to catch him as he fdl ; 
but Charles, roufed by the a&ion, fuddenly 
clafped the body of his brother, exclaim- 
ing,*^ *^ Hold off ! never ihall he leave thefe 
arms agaim!'^ 

Leopolftat knew not what he faid : yet 
his narves, turned to fteel, grafped the ob- 
jeft he held with a force that feemed to 
make the grafp eternal ; his amazed and 
haggard eyes were rivetted upon the 
breathleis Demetrius; his own breath 
Cdme quick and ihort; at length large 
drops of moifture burft out from every 
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pore of his body, and then rapidly melting 
into foftnefs, he exclaimed, — " Thou that 
was the pride of my heart, the delight of 
my eyes, is it thus that I find thee !" Tears 
guflied forth with the words ; and he wept 
long and violently. 

For many years after this moment did 
the memory of his brother^s dreadful cry 
diftemper the foul of Charles: m the 
midft of camps or brilliant afTemblies, 
even by the hearth of domeftic peace, it 
would fuddenly wither his heart, and 
blanch his cheek* Often fince has he 
ftarted from fweet fleep, fancying the 
thrilling found repeated, and difperfmg 
the {lumbers of Adelaide by his own ter- 
rifying exclamation. 

As Demetrius flowly recovered, his bro- 
ther eagerly befought Forfhiem to bring 
the governor of the mine to the fpot, 
" We mull bear him from this killing 
place," he cried : " thefe noxious va 

pours Q Heaven, by what miracle is 

he preferved to me !'*. Demetrius' opened 
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his eyes, and a fmile, languid, but full of 
happinefs, illumined his features. Again 
Charles clafped -him to his heart; and 
again melted into tendernefs. 

The governor of the mine now entered 
with Count Forlhiem: he exprefied the 
utmoil regret at hi^ inability to give De- 
metrius even one day's liberty ; but offered 
every - comfort and ailiftance within his 
power. 

Leopolftat promifed to be anfwerable 
for. his brother's re-appearance with his 
ovm life ; affured him, that whatever 
might be his imputed crime, he was cer- 
tain of his innocence; and that from his 
influence at Court, he reckoned confi- 
dently upon an order for his immediate 
releafe. 

The governor remained firm; and his 
fecond denial informed his aftonifhed 
hearers, that the young Count was con- 
demned on the plea of holding a traitorous 
correfpondence with the enemy. 
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This charge, fq prepofterous, and appa- 
rently fo falfe, re-animated the eflfoAs of 
Leopolftat : he denounced^ it in terms of 
vehemqic indignation; which^ with his 
known charader of loyalty and patriotifm^ 
foftened the feverity of the governor's 
judgment : but he ftill adhered ftriftly to 
his duty ; tempering it, however, by grant- 
ing Demetrius a ceflation from toil, and al- 
lowing his brother to remain with him alone. 

While this arrangement was makings 
Forfliiem haftened to quit the mine^ in 
order to obtain all that was neceflary for 
the renovation and temporary comfort of 
Demetrius. Zealous in every thing good, 
he rapidly drew together a multitude of 
comforts, which he difpatched by Soldini^ 
with a note to Charles, purporting, that 
he was then fetting off for Vienna to 
throw himfelf in his name at the feet of 
the Archduke, from whofe interference he 
expe^^ed to obtain an order for the re^ 
moval, if not for the complete enlargement 
of his frienfi.

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** I know you will not leave him,** he 
wrote ; ** and I muft : no time fliould be 
loft in applying for* his releafe. The 
very fecrecy with which this a^ir has 
been conduded, proves its iniquity. Be 
aflured I will ndt ceafe my importuni- 
ties to the Prince, to the miniftes'S, to the 
Emperor himfelf, till I have wrung from 
them a promife of thorough inveftiga<» 
tion/' ' * 

This billet found Charles feated in an 
excavation of the mine ; holding one hand 
of his brother's in his, as he lay ftretched * 
along the bed, which he had formed for 
him out of his peKffe. 

Brought to the verge of t!he grave by 
thofe peftilentfal vapours, wbicfa continually 
iexhale from quickftlver, and wearied ^^ with 
hope deferred,** Demetrius was nearly de^ 
prived of life by the ftiddehnefs and excefs 
tjf his prefent felicity. He had not been 
^le to ailfwer one of the quddions which 
the impatient a£Fe£tion - of Charles ff e* 
(juently prompted; but he had gathered 
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ftrength enough to afk whether Conftantia 
furvived his lofs. The aflurance of her 
renovated fpirit ; and the debght with which 
Charles fpoke of Adelaide and his child, 
were fo many cordials to the other's fick 
heart. 

In his youth, Soldini had ftudied the art 
of medicine, with the benevolent intentioft 
of uniting it with his duties as a fjifiritual 
I^yfician. He was therefore competent to 
judge of young LeopoHlat's cafe ; and he 
now prefcribed for him with equal tender- 
nefe and ikilh 

It was in vain that he befought Charles 
to tranter his charge : nothing could pre- 
vail, on that fond brother to lofe fight of 
Demetrius for a moment. He confented 
to take every precaution for himfelf, againft 
the mercurial fumes of the mine, but refo* 
lutely refufed to quit it. 

As Demetrius had fuffered fer more 
from the complete extinftion of hope, 
thaa even from the unwholefome air of 
the iubterraneous prifon, he was reno* 
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vated in . proportion to the glow of his 
happinefs. His little play-fellow, Sioimo- 
netta, braved the terrors of a defcent, 
and often vifited him : her pretty endear- 
ments beguiled his thoughts from fub- 
jefts of keener agitation, yet communi- 
cated to them a fecret alTurance, that love 
and aflFe&ion ftill exifted for his recom- 
penfe. 

He lay almoft in a trance of weaknefs for 
feveral days ; but it was a trance of delicious 
feelings, which fpread its healing balm 
throughout his frame. When Charles ven- 
tured to difturb him with queftions, he 
learnt by degrees all that Demetrius knew 
of his own fituation. 

It amounted to no more than that, on the 
night he had quitted home, with an inten- 
tion of feeing Princefs Conftantia, he had 
been fuddenly arretted in the Emperor's 
name, and borne oflF to the ftate-prifon: 
that he was there examined on the charge 
of correfponding with : the enemy; — 
ihewn a calket ^which he had received 
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from Conftanda^ - and which was found to 
contain feveral letters from a Freiich officer, 
of whofe name he was profoundly ignorant : 
that a forged letter was then produced, and 
fwom to, by Pierre, as one which his mafter 
had entrufted to him, for the purpofe of 
forwarding ; an[d which, containitig feveral 
ftate fecrets, was admitted to be a full proof 
of his guilt : that, as he refufed faying who 
gave him the caiket in which thefe treafon- 
able papers were found '; and as he was taken 
in a difguife, which muft have been aflugied 
for fome unlawful purpofe, he was fum- 
marily condemfied as a traitor, and fentenced 
• lor life to the mines. 

" It is now nearly fix months,** he 
added, ^^ fince I entered this living grave. 
O Charles, if you could guefs what I have 
fuffered! Every moratent of that tedious 
time has been marked to me by fome 
hope, fome expedation, or fome bitter 
difappointment. How could I imagine 
that my hie fliould have been thus con- 
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cealed from you f I refted at firft fecurely 
on a fpeedy releafe ; I believed that every 
inftant was then feized by my friends to dif- 
prove my accufers, and reftore my liberty : 
but this fecurity changed to anxiety, to 
doubt, to fear, to defpondence, at laft to 
defpair ! There were moments, I confefs *— > 
infirm, unworthy moments,— when I fancied 
myfelf forgotten ! Yet I loved you all fUU : 
and my laft figh fhould have mingled your 
name and Conftantia's together." 

'A J)lu{h crofled the £ice of Charles^ but 

* 

it was not for himfelf he bluihed. Derne- 
tritts, who had faved his life at Moikirk, 
who had been the pbjed of his felicitous 
tendernels foe fo many years, ought to 
have founded his reliance on him as upon 
a rock. A momentary pang wrung hb 
heart ; but he look^ at his brother's' en« 
feebkd form, and found in it an immediate 
excufe for this diftruft« 

" You w^e not yourfelf, Demetrius," 
be rqpiUed, kindly, ^^wlien you doubjted 
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any of us. Sicknefe, and thefe furrounding 
glooms, had diftempered your healthful con- 
vi&ions/' • 

Demetrius anfwered with ardent fenfibiHty^ 
and a mutual embrace fealed the oblivion 
of his fault. 
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CHAP. IX. 



T^O elucidate the myftery, with which 
Demetrius himfelf was but imperfectly 
acquainted, it will be neceflary to go back 
to the period in which he and Colonel 
Wurtzburg parted at Ulm. ». 

Never had this cold-blooded villain loft 
fight of his grand aim, the deftrudion of 
Count Leopolftat's peace. But more and 
more convinced that Charles was guarded 
round by too potent a circle of difcre- 
tion, felf-command, and approved inte^ 
grity, to be vulnerable in his own perfon, 
he watched the erratic courfe of Deme- 
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trius, with the hope of feizing upon him in 
fome fortunate maze of imprudent paffion. 

As he advanced on his traft. of deceit, 
new views opened before him, and new plans 
fuggefted themfelves. 

' At firft, he directed his efforts to in- 
flame the Brince of Nuremberg's animo- 
fity ; to ftimulate the love of Deuietrius j 
and to render the life of Princefs Conftan* 
tia fo miferable, as that fhe might be 
forced into precipitate flight : in that cafe, 
whether Demetrius efcaped with her to 
another country, or was feized in Auitria, 
his end y^ouid be accompliihed. Charles 
would be bereaved of a brother, who niuft 
either preferve his fafety by perpetual exile, 
or fuffer the punifhment of his audacity in 
endlefs impriforiment. 

Wurtzburg's fecret correfpondence ^th 
the Prince, enabled him to pufli his fcheme 
with admirable effed. He beguiled many 
circumflances' from Demetrius, which he 
commtinicated to Nuremberg ; and at the 
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fame tiine» fo adroitly mixed the bafeft falfe- 
hoods with this fmall portion of truth, that 
the Prince learnt to confider the young Leo- 
polftat as a deadly enemy, who waited but 
for the moment of power to rife and cruih 
him. ' 

This apprehenfion of future vengeance, 
joined to Nuremberg's prepofterous no- 
tion of their vafl inequality; to his ran- 
cour at the remembrance of their duel, 
and the rich inheritance which was taken 
from him; akogether worked on the 
Prince's heart Uke fome corrofive pc»ibn: 
he became every day leifs juft, a|id more 
ferocious ; and ik> longer examining the 
details of Wurtzburg, drank them ia with 
greedy wilfulnefs. The hatred which he 
could not vent in torture upon Demetrius, 
he poured without mercy over Conftantia : 
little imagining that he was the dupe of a 
deeper villain than himfeif ; who was thus 
prompting him to the condud that probably 
led to the very event he deprecated. 
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The liking which young Leopolftat tQok 
to Pierre, the Cobnel's fervant, opened a 
new train for his Satanic mailer. This 
fellow had Jong been his confidant on other 
matters, and he had therefore no hefitation 
in confiding in him now. 

Whenever Herre ihould be taiken into the 
▼icinity of Princefs Conftantia, he was to 
make himfelf needful to his future mailer ; 
was to force out his fecret ; and become, if 
poilible, the advifer and agent of the lovers' 
flight. By this means Wurtzburg knew he 
ihould always have a key to their retreat ; 
and might apprize Nuremberg, when the 
crime of Demetrius was fealed by his union 
with the Princefs. 

Conftantia's determination againil elope-* 
ment was the firfl obilacle to thefe expeda* 
tions; but her fubfequent appeal to the 
Canonefs became a fatal engine in the hands 
of Wurtzburg. 

Pierre went not to Bohemia ; but turned 
his horfe towards an obfcure country-houfe.

where the Prince of Nuremberg and his 
former matter were, to meet. The Colonel 
'was not long in determining upon a new 
fcheme: he tempted Pierre with an enor- 
mous bribe ; and Pierre could not refitt. 

■ 

With Conftantia's catalogue of Nurem- 
berg's cruelties in his hand, he returned to 
the Princp. He fhewed him what he had 
to exped ; and then profeffed to have re- 
ceived a hint from Pierre, which might be 
improved to the ruin of Demetrius. 

The Prince, alternately blazing with re- 
fentment, and trembling with fear, was in no 
mood to fcrutinize very feverely. Wurtz- 
burg told him a fabricated tale of young 
Leopolftat's difloyalty : he believed it, be- 
caufe he wiihed it true, Pierre was then 
introduced : he affirmed that his matter had 
frequently, during the campaign, fent intel- 
ligence to the enemy, and received great 
rewards for it; and that he meant to fly 
into France with the Princrfs, fhould (he 
confent to.be his companion. 
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The proofs of this correfpondence, he 
aflerted, were lodged in a fmall caiket, of 
which his mailer took the uttnoft care : and 
he then offered* to acquaint the Prince with 
the period in which Demetrius might be 
feized with leaft noife. 

The Prince accepted this offer ; gave him 
his purfe as an earned of further recom- 
penfe ; and after fabricating an anfwer to 
Conflantia's letter; difmiffed him, and began 
again to canvafs the fubje£t with Wurtz- 
burg. 

The Colonel was aware that his fuccef? 

depended on fecrecy. He forefaw that if 

the- accufation of Demetrius were made 

public, his brave unfuUied brother would 

inveftigate every atom of it : he therefpre 

urged the Prince to ufe his > influence for a 

private examination ; to exert himfelf in biaf- 

fing the minds of the council ; and, above 

all things, to demand complete filence ; or 

elfe the influence of Count Leopolftat would 
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defeat his own: Demetrius, though con- 
denmedy might be pardoned. 
• This fubtie advice was taken: Nurem- 
berg, after re-vifiting his home, purpofely 
abfented himfelf again : Pierre fucceeded in 
getting his mailer to afTume a difguife, for 
which he knew he would not aifign any 
reafon to the council ; and Demetrius, thus 
furrounded by many toils, was taken in 
them all. 

The caiket he had received from Ckxi- 
ftantia, and out df which he had removed 
the letter for the Canonefs — • the caiket he 
prized and cheriihed— ^was brought from his 
'-lodgings by Pierre, and two perfons in office; 
and found to contain a private drawer, filled 
with myilerious notes, evidently anfwers to 
iiich as had ccmveyed treafonable intelli- 
gesce. 

Unawed by his mailer's iltedy eye and 
fearlefe queilions, Pierre perfiiled in a ilrain 
of fisitfehoods, the enormity of which could 
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only be equalled by the ingenuity with 
which they were feparately fitted. His 
confei&on was accepted as an atonement 
for the (har^ he acknowledged having taken 
in tbis^a6t of treachery ; and he was there- 
fore perinitted to return into France without 
delay. 

As the members of this council were mofl: 
of them creatures of Nuremberg's, or foes 
to . Baron Ingerfdorf, with whom any con- 
nedion was fufficient to render them fevere 
judges, of a criminal^ Demetrius was found 
guiky» .The £mperor's feal was then put 
to the order for his cloie confinement in the 
mines at Idria* 

Very j^aufible arguments were afterwards 
urg^d by Nuremberg ro perfuade every 
perfon prefotu of the neceffity of fectecy. 
He fpoke in high commendation of the 
elder Count Leopolftat } reprefenting the 
injurious fufpidkm which might fall upcm 
him, were the treafon of fo beloved a 
brother to becooie the public talk: dif- 
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trufted by the foldiery, his talents would 
then be rqidered ufelefs ; and the great ex* 
pefbtions now refting on his future fervices, 
would be for ever deftroyed. He then 
urged the delicacy of. his niece's f^uation, 
whofe attachment to Demetrius having been 
known generally, would fubjeft her alfo to 
the mod mortifying animadverfions. 

Thefe arguments prevailed : fecrecy was 
promifed; fecrecy was enjoined to all the 
inferior agents; and in a few weeks the 
whole bufinefs was almoft forgotten. 

Nuremberg departed for Venice, avoiding 
any fcrutiny of the paft ; for there was a 
monitor within that daily charged him with 
fcarce crediting the evidence on which De- 
metrius had been condemned. 

Wurtzburg returned to his regiment with 
the greateft privacy ; from whence he occa- 
fionally tranfmitted to Pierre prefents and 
money, both from himfelf and the Prince. 

Wurtzburg had achieved his work : was 
he happy? no !— 'Remorfe, indeed, never 
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knocked at his rocky heart, but the fiiry. 
Terror, rdlgned" there, without control. 
As he daily read the advertifements of 
reward anii pardon, (which the advice of 
Conftantia caufed to be increaied and con- 
tinued,) he trembled for the fecurity of his 
crime : avarice had made Pierre an accom* 
plice.in it j avarice, therefore, might tempt 
him to reveal it. 

His fiend4ike joy was now withered: in 
the^acutenefs of his own fufferings, he foon 
loft alt remembrance. of Count Leopolftat's^ 
till at length nothing remained but the con- 
fcioufnefs of an atrocious crime, and the 
hideous profped of aniple retribution. 
• Pierre, meanwhile, read the diflferent 
advertifements with fallen difcontent: he 
wiftied to reap the golden harveft they held 
out ; yet preferved that laft fpark of virtue 
which makes guilt bluih to avow itfelf be- 
fore integrity. In his letters to Wurtz- 
burg, he frequently reverted to thefe temp- 
tations ; and was never to be filenced except 
by a liberal remittance.

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Wurtzburg knew himfetf to be com- 
pletely in hk power. Not only was he 
obnoxious to difcovery refpeding Deme- 
triuSy but he was liable to a heaiifsr charge: 
the guilt he had imputed to thatr innocent 
young man was his own. Not to gratify 
cupidity, but to fatiate hatred, he had, 
during the campaign, entered into corre- 
fpondekice with a French office* ; to whom 
he revealed every military operation of 
which he gained intelligende, when it was 
dither planned by Count LeopoUlat, or 
intrufted to his care. His annoyance had 
long been his pleafure; his ruin, his 
felicity. ^ 

Confcious of the fword which thus hung 
fufpended over him by a fingle hair, 
Wurtzburg obtained reft neither night 
nor day. Pierre denouncing him, Leo- 
polftat thirfting for his blood,, the hor- 
rid deadi of a traitor, were images that 
haunted him eternally. Under the in- 
fluence of fuch impreflions, exiftence was no 
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longar bearable ; and he took the defperate 
relbiution of ending all his fears with the 
life of their prime objed. 

Inunediately after the peace he paffed 
into Franconia, and fent to Pierre (who 
was thiea with the Gallo-Batavian armj 
near Bamberg) to meet him in a fe- 
qoeftered fpot; where they might confer 
unmolefted, and where he might deliver 
to him a valuable jewel from the Prince 
of Nuremberg. 

Stupidly fecure, Pierre met him alone: 
they conferred fome minutes together; 
when Wurtzburg, having infenfibly drawn 
him towards a thicket, haftily drew out a 
piftol, and fired it oflf at his bread. Pierre 
fell : but at the piftol's report two Auftrian 
officers broke through the thicket, where 
they were accidentally loitering, and feized 
Wurtzburg. 

The voices of thefe oncers foon 
brought farther aid: poflefled with the 
phrenfy of defpair, Wurtzburg raved and 
ftruggled, but ftruggled in vain; both he 
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and Pierre were removed to the Auftrian 
head-quarters; where Pierre's depofition 
was taken down in writing before feveral 
witnefles; and a parcel of papers given 
from his pocket->ook that fufficiently tefti- 
fied the veracity of his confeifions. 

This wonderful incident excited the 
ftrongeft intereft throughout the Imperial 
army* To their gallant companions in war, 
both the Hungarian brothers had always 
been objeds of love and admiration : thefe 
fentiments now roufed up the fpirit of 
vengeance for their fakes; and Wurtz- 
burg owed the geiieral abhorrence, per- 
haps, lefs to public feeling than to private 
regard. 

Precifely at the period in which Count 
Forfhiem alighted at tlie gate of Baron 
Ingerfdorf, one of the officers, who had 
feized the traitor Wurtzburg, was within, 
detailing the whole tranfadlion. The rap- 
fiirous fcene which followed; the boimd- 
lefs gratitude expreiTed towards that Al- 
mighty Ruler, who had thus willed the 
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fortunate concurrence of two fuch mira- 
culous difcoveries; the pious ejaculations 
of the Field Marihal j the gliftening eyes 
of the Baron; and the weepings fobbing 
tranfport of Adelaide, are not to be 
learned from defcriptioh: every tender 
heart can draw a pidure fuffidently ani- 
mated to render an attempt here unne- 
ceffary. 

Tears embelliihed the rough features of . 
the officer who witneffed this affe£ting 
fcene: he had warm feelings, though his 
exterior promifed only that apathy which 
is too often contraded by familiarity with 
the miferies of war ; and as he requefled 
permiflion to bear the order for Demetrius's 
releafe, (which was not withheld a fingle 
moment after the difcovery of Wurtz- ' 
burg's villainy,) Forfhiem would not deny 
him. 

Though in the fervice of Auflria, this 
officer was one of that nation fo famous 
for tongues always blundering, and hearts 
always right : ^^ I bum to fee thefe brave 
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young gentlemen/' faid he, ^^or I would 
not make fo bold a requeft: their very 
names are as holy and familiar to me as 
my Flater*nofter. By the good of my foul, 
I'd rather ihake hands with one of them 
than fee ainy dead Haro that lives!" 

» _ 

^^ 'Tis impoilible to doubt fuch an as- 
fertion," replied Forfliiem: "well, I'll 
have the pleafure of prefenting you; fo 
allon^!" 

Again Forfluem was on the road to 
Goritia; and again the poft*horfe$ feen^ed 
to mock the ardour of his impatience* 

He ftaid fcarcely a moment at his own 
home, wHere he exchanged a hafty em* 
brace with Lorenza, ix^ile he ftammered 
out the joyful news; and then rode off 
alone to the mines. He would have taken 
his companion with him, but the honeft 
Irifhman, changmg colour, faid with great 
emotion, — 

^^ Count, I muft decline that civility ; if 
tbefe eyes were but iffomt to look cm two 
fuch noble creatures in a dirty hole of a 
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mine, this arm would wither the firft time 
it ftruck a ftroke for Auftria. I'll never 
fee fuch a fight, Count, and Co PU forget 
it dare out of hand/' 
. On reaching the mine, Forfhiem found 
Soldini with the brothers : he told his tale 
like a foldier, without preface ; and as there 
was much of the painful in it, (at leall to 
benevolent tempers,) neither of his auditors 
had« thdr joy unmixed. 

The immediate removal of Demetrius 
followed: Soldini's care provided againft 
any danger from t6o fudden a ihock of 
pure sur ^ and he reached Forihiem's. houfe, 
much exhaufted in body, but exhilarated in 
fpirit. 

The gratitude wkh which Leopolftat opened 
his arms. to hia brother*officer, wasincreafed 
by the pleafure of beholding in him the iden« 
Ucal Irifhman whom he remembered in the 
Arch-ducal library* Murphy recognifed 
his perfon inftantly ; and the adventure was 
then reverted to, with a gaiety in which 
both Forihiem and his wife largely partook.

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The health of Demetrius being inade* 
quate to fo long a journey as that from 
Idria to Vienna, obliged the whole party to 
remain baniihed from the fcene of their 
warmeft wifhes. Charley felt his happinefs 
incomplete till he fhared it with Adelaide ; 
and Demetrius fcarcely trufted the continu- 
ance of his while abfent from Conftantia. 

An official mandate had recalled the Prince 
of Nuremberg and his family to the capital. 
There, confounded with the crimes of his 
former afTodate, and difgraced by univerial 
fufpicion, the Prince found himfelf all at 
once precipitated from the height of dignity 
and influence into an abyfs of fhame. Una- 
ble to endure this outward contempt and 
inward hatred, he made a merit of neceffity ; 
pleaded the deception which had been prac* 
tifed on himfelf; and as a proof that he waS 
a'£tuated by patriotifm rather than, private 
pique, gave his confent unafked to the mar- 
riage of his niece. He then committed her 
to the protection of Adelaide, and haftened 
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to bury his difgrace in the retirement of the 
country. 

Pierre had died of his wound. Wurtz- 
burg was publicly arraigned, tried^ con- 
demned, and executed as a traitor. The 
fearful fentence always paiTed upon fuch 
criminals was tremendouily fulfilled on him 
before multitudes of foldiers and citizens. 
His death was (hocking, but it excited no 

pity- 

Impatient to behold the obje&s of his 
tendereft a£[b£Hon, Demetrius abfolutely 
wrefted Soldini's perpouifion to travel: no 
fooner was it obtained, than he haftened to 
commence this paflionately-deiired journey. 
His fdul was on the wing ; and ere the 
tardy carriage had borne him three leagues 
from Idria, he had a thoufand times em* 
braced in idea every member of « the dear 
circle at Baron IngerfdorPs, 

While he was loft in tranfporting antici« 
patiohs, Charles, defirous to indulge him in 
them, took the weight of converfation upon 
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himfelf } and delicately drew from the wor- 
thy Murphy a hiilory of his difappoiatments 
and cares* Murphy was a fubaltem, with- 
out intereft or fortune, with a wife and 
children ; and had long been hopelefs of the 
promotion his fervices merited : Charles had 
the power to make him happy ; and Murphy 
was foon afterwards raifed to the rank h# 
wifhed* 

When Demetrius firft: entered the room 
which contained the friends he loved, a miii: 
covered his eyes : he turned from Adelaide 
to the Idarihal, from the Baron to Madame 
Reufniarck, embracing each in fuch wild 
tumult as to be hardly fenfible who it was 
that prefled him in their arms. Tet hk 
heart was. full of nothing but Conftantia : 
his fight began to clear, and then he looked 
round for her. . 

Unable to endure her joy before fo many 
lyitnefles, fhe had rufhed into an adjoining 
room the moment his voice reached her from 
thQ hall : Adelaide whifpered this to hfm. 
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and the next inflant he was alone with Con- 
ftantia ; clafping her again and again to his 
bofom, even as he had found her kneeling 
upon the ground in the aft of hafty thankf* 
giving. 

The dark velvet drefs of Conftantia. and 
the black fur about the uniform and cap of 
Demetrius, rendered their mutual palenefs 
peculiarly viiible : but what was perfonal 
alteration to them who doated on each 
other^$ hearts, who feemed to drink each 
Other's fouls in the pure kife of virtuous 
and happy . love ! What was it to them, 
who faw in each other the fountain of life, 
of health,^ and of joy ? • 

At that blifsful hour, every thing fad 
was obliterated from the memory of De- 
metrius ; he felt as if entering on a new 
being ; while his eyes fondly wandered over 
every lineament of his &nce blooming Con- 
ftantia, while gratitude fweetly fuggefted 
the caufe of her changed perfon, he mur- 
mured out, — " Dearer — O heaven ! how 
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much dearer !'' Conflantia's heart echoed 
the fentiment, and her glowing eyes re- 
vealed ir. 

Charles firft ventured to invade their re- 
tirement : while he was fpeakiag to the 
blufhing Princefs, and claiming the name 
of brother, the reft of the exiled party ftole 
in, and Adelaide appeared with her infant. 
At that fight, Demetrius drew away the 
arm with which he encircled the waift of 
his beloved, and ftarting up, fnatched the 
babe from its mother. He covered its face 
wkh kifles; he held it to his breaft with an 
emotion that furprifed himfelf. ^* The child 
of my brother !" he faid in thought, over 
and over again ; and as he repeated the 
magic phrafe, a thrill of tendemefs ran 
through his veins. 

It was long ere he would part with it : 
when he did fo, Adelaide delivered the 
fmiling boy to its father. 

Charles held it awhile in his arms with 
unutterable emotion: the fpell which had 
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hitherto been laid on its innocent endear- 
ments was broken, for Demetrius was re- 
ftored. " Now then, my child," he ex- 
claimed, and prefled it to his lips, ^^ for the 
firft time I kifs thee with all the joy and all 
the fondnefs of a father." 

His eyes turned from his fon to Deme- 
triusj refted on him for an inftant, then 
floating in tears, raifed themfelves towards 
heaven. 



It was in the Cattle of Leopolftat, when 
every objefl fparkled with the gay light of 
fummer, that Demetrius received the hand 
of Conftantia. 

Blooming as May herfelf, the Princefs 
had regained all thofe charms which genuine 
love prizes, while they are in being, but 
laments not, when they difappear ; and^ the 
poHfhed cheek of her Demetrius glowed 
again with the luttre of health. 
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.United infq>arably to the women they 
bved; bound to their various friends by 
the fweeteft ties of obligation ; and gifted 
with immenfe wealth ; — the Hungarian 
Brothers were deeply impreflfed with th^ 
convidion, that fuperior bleflings 'demand 
fuperior virtues. They now fludy how^ te 
combine magnificence with utility ; and 
bappinefs with religious awe: thdr duties 
are their enjoyments ; and their riches, 
making to themfelves wings/' hourly 
fly away, as an eagle towards heaven, in 
their flight beautiful, and celeftial in their 
end."
